Index Ghosts 


An Attempt to 


Let the Sunshine Into Certain Dark Places

harmful apparations, and, even in olden days 

when they were a much more real concern than 
now, they nevertheless were considered to be of the 
spirit, having no substance. They came on the wings 
of darkness and departed ere the rising sun. Figuratively 
we still entertain many ghosts but like those of old they 
generally are unable to stand the light of day. 

‘In the field of breeding especially, ghosts still lurk 
in some quarters; ghosts of prenatal influence, of ac- 
quired characters. of sex determination and a host of 
others. Fortunately most breeders have let in the sun- 
light and these old ghosts and superstitions have had 
to take a back seat to science which is of course nothing 
but organized knowledge. The matter of indexing bulls 
is now attended by many ghosts and it is the purpose of 
the writer, herewith, to try to let a little sunshine in on 
them just to see what will happen. 

First let us catalogue our ghosts and then try to 
deal with each one separately. The following is but a 
partial list but it no doubt will consume enough time and 
printer’s ink, and any others that can be thought of are 
simply cousins or half-brothers to those in the following 
list. 

Ghost Number 1—‘‘Good cattle are bred by a God- 
given instinct rather than with figures and formulas.”’ 


Ghost Number 2—‘‘If we sanction the indexing of 
bulls certain canny individuals will take unfair adver- 
tising advantage of the facts.’’ 

Ghost Number 8—“‘Since conditions in the mid-west, 
the far west, the south and the east as regards feed and 
climate are different and since daughter and dam records 
are made under somewhat varying conditions as to age, 
number of milkings and so on it is unfair and unwise 
to try to index bulls. Let’s wait until all environmental 
conditions in the country can be made identical.’’ 

Ghost Number 4—‘‘Upon what basis shall the index 
be figured? Shall it be Mature, Class A; Two-year-old, 
Class C or something in between”’. 

Ghost Number 5—‘“‘The index of the bull is not 
scientifically accurate, largely because the cow will not 
necessarily transmit as she produces’”’. 

Now the first ghost is a tough one to deal with. Any 
one who believes breeding to be a God-given instinct 
and that figures and formulas can have no place in it 
probably has his mind firmly set in this pattern and he 
probably is sincere in his belief. He says, ‘‘common sense 
and good judgment are the things back of better breed- 
ing’ and he generally adds “rather than figures and 
formulas’. Now if it were true that when a person 
used bull indexes he could no longer use common sense 
and good judgment then the writer would unequivocally 
say, let’s use common sense and to h with the index. 
Some people have made false, misleading and unjustifi- 
able claims for indexing. They have claimed that all one 
needs to do to breed better cattle is to get indexes on 
bulls. This, it seems to the writer, is a silly contention 
and any one that makes it deserves little notice. It is 


G en are commonly thought to be malevolent or 





silly on the face of it because there are a great many 
other things to be considered in breeding cattle than 
mere production. Type also should be considered and by 
type the writer primarily means size, capacity of middle 
and of udder. Such things as pendulous udders due to 
weak muscular connections are a harmful as well as an 
unsightly thing in any herd. Weaknesses of this sort 
probably run in families and might be intensified unless 
guarded against. If a man’s animals are pleasing to look 
at, with good tops, good quality, showing the various 
dairy wedges, as well as good producers, then they are 
certainly more fun to work with an will probably be a 
more profitable enterprise because good type animals sell 
more readily and for larger sums than do poor type ones, 
It is strange that those who argue against good type in 
cattle quite generally insist on good type in their farm 
buildings, in the furniture in their offices, in their auto- 
mobiles and so on. 


There are many other considerations of course besides 
that type, as for instance, length of life which is no 
doubt an inherited characteristic, ease of milking, tracta- 
bility, quality of the product, efficiency of feed con- 
version, resistance to disease and many others. All of 
these things must be considered in selection as well as 
production. In other words, common sense, good judg- 
ment, knowledge of families, are certainly to be used 
for all they are worth in our breeding operations. The 
indexing of bulls is merely an additional handle by which 
we can take hold of this difficult job of breeding better 
livestock. By all means, I would say, that if it were a 
choice between common sense and good judgment on the 
one hand and a bull index on the other, I would take 
common sense and good judgment every time. But if I 
can get a bull index in addition, to give me a line on one 
of the most important characteristics of dairy animals 
namely, production, I want to use that too. 


One question that might be asked those who support 
this good judgment versus bull index argument is this. 
If good judgment and common sense are so infallible 
and so common then why it is that the average produc- 
tion of dairy animals in America is less than 5,000 
pounds per year. One would think from reading some of 
the arguments against indexing that this “‘common sense 
and good judgment” had built a beautiful and efficient 


‘structure of high class livestock generally and that the 


bull index was some villain who was sneaking in to ex- 
plode the whole works. Let us continue by all means to 
use all the common sense, breed history, good judgment 
and so on that we can possibly muster. And along with 
all these things, the bull index, when properly used, can 
give us an additional source of valuable information 
about the probable transmitting qualities of a bull. 


Our second ghost is that of misleading advertising. 
One of the odd things about this ghost is the fact that 
many of those who decry the possible misuse of index- 
ing by improper advertising have not hesitated in the 
past to use high records on their cows for the same pur- 
pose, nor is there any indication that they are about to 
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stop so using them. It is quite natural, if a man has 
something that he thinks is good, for him to advertise 
and try to sell the idea or offspring from the idea to his 
contemporaries. The writer is of the opinion that high 
records On cows have been sadly misused for. advertising 
purposes, and strange it is too that one of the most vig- 
orous attacks on bull indexing is based upon the state- 
ment that a ‘‘cow’s production is not necessarily a good 
picture of her genetic make-up.’’ We all know cows 
with big records whose offspring were pretty much in 
the category of flat tires so far as production is con- 
cerned and we are perhaps getting to be a little more 


wary of advertising of this nature and it is well that we 
should. 


It is an interesting fact when a cow can make 30,000 
pounds of milk, and it is possible of course, that she may 
transmit some of this high production to her offspring 
but there is no guarantee. Now the writer is perfectly 
willing to agree that bull indexes can be misused in 
advertising campaigns. It would be possible for instance 
for a man to breed a bull to average, good cows with fair 
records and when the daughters came along to push 
these daughters very hard putting very high records on 
them and thereby giving their bull a high index. This 
sort of “isease, however, is more or less self-limiting for 
the reason that the next bull used in that herd has 
got the tremendous obstacle of this forced production in 
the daughters of the first bull to overcome. The most im- 
portant task to the moment, it seems to the writer, is 
that of appraisng breeders in general of just what an 
index is, how it is arrived at and what cautions are neces- 
sary in its use. In other words, the greatest job at the 
moment, as perhaps at all moments, is that of education. 
If we will make breeders aware of both the good points 
and the possible shortcomings and abuses of the index 
idea we will have enough to keep us busy for some little 
time. Any bull who has a tremendously high index needs 
investigation before the index is too widely accepted, 
or better, when an index is used in an advertising medium 
there should be a clear statement as to the production 
of the dams as well as the production of the daughters 
showing how the index was derived, and also a statement 
as to number of milkings and the conditions in general 
under which the records were made. The honest ad- 
vertiser, and fortunately most cattle breeders are basic- 
ally honest and above board, will want to give his 
readers and possible clients all the facts. When he does 
this and his clients have the ability through their train- 
ing to interpret the facts properly, no harm can result. 
On the other hand there might be reasons why a bull’s 
index is low due to crop failures while the bull’s daugh- 
ters were making their records, injuries, ravages of 
disease, and so on. Again, let us have the facts, having 


in the first place developed the intelligence to cope with 
facts. 


Another thing that, it seems to the writer, should 
accompany every index is the number of daughter-dam 
pairs on which the index is based as well as the total 
number of four year and older daughters of the bull. 
Naturally if the index is based on ten daughter dam 
pairs and the bull has forty, four-year-old daughters we 
take his index with a grain of salt, whereas if the index 
is figured on the bull’s first ten or twelve daughters just 
as they are dropped in the herd, all of them having 
been tested and included in the figures we are satisfied 
that the index will not be very much different when the 
bull has fifty or one-hundred daughters. It seems im- 
possible to stop a man advertising what he has to sell 
in the way he wants to advertise it. The real chore then, 
is to develop more of this ‘‘ccommon sense and good 
judgment” mentioned earlier so that breeders generally 
will be able to interpret advertising for what it is worth. 


Our third ghost is that of environmental effects and 
the use of conversion factors. Some claim that, since 
conditions do differ in different years, in different herds, 
in different parts of the country, we are foolish to think 
of indexing bulls. It seems to the writer that this is 
merely begging the question in hopes that the move 
to index bulls will be tabled. If we are to wait until 
all environmental conditions can be standardized we had 
better pick out a nice easy chair because we have got a 
long wait. They can’t be standardized and there isn’t 
any particular reason why they should be because, while 
some of the frills may differ considerably, the basic 
principles of good feeding and management are present 
in most herds all over the United States which take the 
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trouble to get records on their animals and index their 
bulls. 


The writer has at various times and places criticized 
the criticizers of the use of conversion factors and pro- 
duced facts to point out their fallacious reasoning. Nat- 
urally if a bull is mated to cows which made their 
records as mature cows and we desire an index on him 
as soon as possible, we could get that index when his 
first six, eight or ten daughters have completed their 
first lactation periods, made generally when they were 
two years old. It would obviously be unfair to compare 
the dams’ mature records with the daughters’ immature 
records with no allowance made for difference in age. 
Every breeder knows that cows generally continue to 
produce more milk from the time they first start to be 
milked as two-year-olds until they get to be five to seven 
or eight years of age, and that most heifers are normal 
heifers and unless they have been pushed to exceedingly 
high records as two-year-olds they will continue an 
orderly, progressive climb in production until they reach 
maturity. The index of course is based on a comparison 
of daughters’ and dams’ records and it should be obvious 
that the records can not be fairly compared until they 
have been put on a comparable basis. This is what the 
age and other conversion factors do and while in some 
instances the conversion factors may be too big, in other 
instances they are undoubtedly too small. Yet in the 
great majority of cases they probably are quite accurate 
enough since the extremes in a group of daughters will 
generally balance each other so that the average of all 
their daughters’ converted records can safely be com- 
pared with the average mature records of the cows. 
Obviously the way in which to dispense with the need for 
conversion factors is to get records on all heifers as two- 
year-olds. When once in operation this system will allow 
the comparison of the daughters’ two-year-old records 
with their dams’ records also made as two-year-olds, 
and generally in the same barn and under the same 
general conditions. These two groups of records can be 
compared directly of course without the use of conver- 
sion factors. 


The fourth ghost is that concerning itself with what 
basis the index is to be figured upon. Shall all the rec- 
ords be stepped up to a Mature A Basis or shall they be 
deflated to a two-year-old Class C Basis or shall it be 
somewhere in between; and shall the index be figured 
on yearly records or on 305-day records? This of course 
is a matter of choice and it seems that in fairness some 
regimentation is necessary here. It is obviously an ad- 
vantage for one man to state his index on the basis of a 
five-year-old, 365-day, four-times-a-day milking; while 
his competitor states his on the basis of a two-year-old, 
305-day, twice-a-day milking. It would seem to the 
writer that all things considered, the most logical basis 
is that of mature, 305-day, Class C. No one would ex- 
pect unanimity of opinion in a matter of this sort and 
it really makes little difference what basis is chosen pro- 
vided again every one fully understands what the basis 
is and is equipped with the tools (conversion factors, a 
slight knowledge of arithmetic and, oh yes, a pencil) to 
step the records up to some higher basis or down to some 
lower one to suit his own convenience. 

The fifth ghost is that which says the index is not 
scientifically accurate. ‘‘What a cow produces she will 
not necessarily transmit to her offspring’. One interest- 
ing observation at the start is the fact that those who 
claim the index to be so inaccurate do not offer any 
facts that would substantiate a different and better 
procedure. They simply find fault which of course is not 
a difficult thing to do. Now as a matter of actual fact 
the basis on which the index idea rests is undoubtedly 
scientifically accurate. It is found quite generally in 
nature when two extremes are mated (and the extreme 
characteristics are dependent on a number of genes or 
factors) that the offspring tend to fall, on the average, 
about half way between the two parental levels. As an 
example, if a tall man marries a short woman, the tall- 
ness and shortness being due to inheritance and con- 
trolled by many pairs of factors, some of their children 
may be taller than the tallest parent or they may be 
shorter than the shortest parent but the average of all 
of them, if they have enough to average, will be about 
half way between the two parental levels. 

To say that what a cow produces she will not neces- 
sarily transmit to her offspring is after all not a valid 
criticism of bull indexes. If the index were supposed to

Crownhurst—Home of Champions 


ORE than sixty years ago the first Holsteins were 
M brought to Lacona, New York, and during the years 

that followed, Lacona became the Mecca to which 
Holstein breeders from all over the country and from 
many foreign countries made their pilgrimages to select 
herd sires and foundation females. The years have 
brought their changes and while today the farms sur- 
rounding Lacona are mostly supported by Holstein 
dairies, the breeding establishment that is doing most 
right now to keep Lacona on the Holstein map, is Crown- 
hurst Farms, owned by the Blount Lumber Co., whose 
hardwood flooring plant has been the leading industry of 
the village longer than most of us can remember. Among 
the various parcels of real estate acquired by this com- 
- pany during the years was a large farm located in the 
outskirts of the village, but it was not until about a dozen 
years ago that the Guernsey herd at Crownhurst Farms 
was replaced gradually with a herd of purebred Holsteins, 
which is beginning to take its place among the leaders. 


Our news columns recently carried the announcement 
of the breaking of a national record in Class B by a 
member of this herd, this following a long series of 
state records. No less than five junior two-year-olds in 
this herd have made Class B records above 700 lbs. fat, 
a number exceeded by no other herd in the country— 
perhaps by none other in the world. The Freeman herd 
in California is credited with the same number and the 
two establishments on the opposite sides of the continent 
are now racing to see which will go into the lead. We 
know of no other herd in the United States, at least of 
the Holstein breed, that has more than two 700-lb. fat 
junior two-year-olds on three-time milking. Several in 
the present Crownhurst test string are promising over 
700 lbs. fat and the Freemans will have to keep hitting 
the ball to keep even. 


The Crownhurst herd was established without fanfare 
of trumpets and without paying high prices for founda- 
tion stock, but Howard Blount, the member of the firm 
who has always had the farm and dairy herd under his 
particular charge, made a deep study of Holstein type 
and was careful to select animals, mostly from farmers’ 
herds in his own and neighboring counties, that met his 
high standard as to udders, rumps and dairy character. 
For several years, while the foundation was being laid, 
the name of Blount Lumber Co. appeared as the buyers 








of one or more of the tops at Harlville Sales and at 
dispersals of good Holstein herds throughout northern 
and central New York, and other good ones were picked 
up here and there at private sale until the foundation of 
the herd was completed. 


Famed names in the early history of Crownhurst are 
Albina Lass, who after coming to this herd became the 
first mature cow in the state to exceed 20,000 lbs. milk 
in Class B; Silver Birch Annie, who a few years later 
made over 23,000 lbs. in Class B; and Azalia Pietje 
Wayne, the first aged cow in the state to make over 800 
lbs. fat in Class B. All three have been grand cham- 
pions in county fair competition and have stood at or 
close to the top at the state fair. 


A milestone in the history of Crownhurst came in 
1930 in the purchase of Prilly Adirondac Veeman 486265 
from a group of farmer-breeders in nearby Mexico. This 
Robens-bred bull is a son of Prilly Adirondac from K O I 
Topsy Veeman, a King Ormsby Ideal daughter with 845.9 
lbs. fat as a four-year-old and later to become known as 
one of the greatest transmitting daughters of her sire. 
Although a mature bull when Howard Blount purchased 
him, he was not a proven sire in the generally accepted 
sense, although he had enough daughters in several dairy 
herds around Mexico to indicate that he might do as a 
temporary sire until they could find the bull they wanted. 
He was continued in service until the fall of 1935 when 
his daughters bred and developed at Crownhurst were 
just finishing their first lactations. One of these had 
broken the New York State Record with 742.2 lbs. fat 
and was immediately superceded by her sister with 797.3 
lbs. fat, both as junior two-year-olds in Class B, and his 
first five daughters whose dams had A. R. records avail- 
able for comparison, gave him at that time an index 
in Class B of 32,140 lbs. milk, 3.69%, 1,186 lbs. fat, 
the highest index in the history of the breed. Mount 
Hope Farms were attracted to this bull by this sensa- 
tional index and purchased him, as a ten-year-old bull, 
for use in their breeding experiments. 

His highest record daughter, Crownhurst Veeman 
Segis 2d, has 797.3 lbs. fat from 19,826.8 lbs. milk, with 
4% test as a junior two-year-old and her full sister, 
Crownhurst Veeman Segis 3d, has 740.1 lbs. fat, also 
as a junior two-year-old in B. Another daughter, Crown-

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Report of the Milk Program 
Committee 


To the Board of Directors: — 

The 52d Annual Convention of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

RESOLVED, That the President appoint a committee, two 
of whom shall be Directors and three shall be members of the 
Association outside of the Board of Directors, for the purpose 
of making a study of the difficulties attending the marketing of 
Holstein milk and developing an Intensive program designed 
to eliminate such difficulties, with particular attention directed 
to the proposition of this Association enlisting its members in a 
major drive to legalize, in all important States of the Union, 
standardization of milk by dealers. Such study and program 
when completed and if approved by the Board shall be turned 
over to them for its vigorous prosecution. 


Pursuant to these instructions, President Oosterhuis 
appointed the following committee: 

Director D. W. McLaury, Chairman; Director W. L. 
Baird, and Messrs. Paul Smith, M. H. Keeney and H. W. 
Norton, Jr. At the request of the Chairman, M. S. Pres- 
cott has served as Secretary of the Committee. 

A preliminary meeting of the Committee was held at 
Syracuse, N. Y., August 16, and a further meeting at 
Columbus, Ohio, October 12, at which the following re- 
port was adopted and is hereby respectfully submitted to 
the Board of Directors, in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the original resolution. 

AN APPROACH TO OUR MILK MARKETING 
PROBLEMS 

Holstein breeders and dairymen with grade as well 
as registered herds have experienced a great deal of 
trouble and in many instances have lost their market 
during the past few years as a result of the surplus milk 
in the principal milk sheds of the country, and the re- 
sulting demand from distributors for milk testing above 
the average for the Holstein breed. Whenever there is 
a surplus of anything the market becomes more dis- 
criminating and steps up the requirements. In the milk 
market this means milk of higher fat content—a bottle 
with a deeper creamline—and this race for deeper cream- 
li.e of the past few years is unprecedented in the history 
of the dairy industry. It has been stimulated in many 
markets by price control rulings, which set the retail 
price of a quart of milk without respect to fat content— 
one price regardless—and then the creamline race is 
on, at the expense of the producer. Quite naturally the 
thrifty housewife selects the bottle with the deep cream- 
line, when it costs no more, and pours off her coffee 
cream. Why not? Distributors can’t cut prices because of 
the regulation, but they can offer more fat in the bottle 
of milk; just another method of chiseling at the final 
expense of the producer. These conditions have been very 
serious but there must be remedies if the combined re- 
sources of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and the breeders of pure bred and grade Holsteins 
throughout the country can be brought to bear on the 
problems confronting us. In studying these questions it 
may be well to divide the subject under two principal 
headings, as follows: 

1. The economics of the milk situation. 


1. Percentage of milk supply produced by Holstein 
cows. 


2. Composition of milk from different breeds: 
Fat and Solids-not-fat. 
Vitamin content. 
Color. 


3. Comparative food value of moderate and high fat 
content. 


Il. Some suggested remedies. 


Production under very strict sanitary and health 
regulations. 

Uniform Legal Standards throughout the country. 

Legalized standardization with labeling to show ap- 
proximate fat content. 

Retail price to consumer based on fat content. 

A trade-mark to identify Holstein milk and a sales 
organization supervised by the Extension Service 
but supported by producers. 


In presenting the case for Holstein milk to various 
agencies of federal, state, municipal and local govern- 
ment, we should emphasize the principal points in which 
they are interested and with which they are properly 
concerned—that is, an abundant supply of milk, produced 
by healthy cows kept under sanitary conditions, and 
available at a reasonable price to the consumer. All 
health authorities recognize the importance of increasing 
milk consumption as a safeguard to the public health, 
and they realize the necessity for an adequate supply at 
a reasonable price in order that this end may be attained. 
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Percentage of Milk Supply Produced by 
Holstein Cows 


Holstein cattle predominate in all the principal dairy 
sections of the country and Holstein milk makes up a 
large percentage of the milk supply in all the great 
metropolitan areas. According to figures presented in 
U. S. Department of Agriculture Farmers’ Bulletin No. 
1443, Table 4, registered and grade Holsteins make up 
51.1% of the milk cows in the North Atlantic States, 
36% in the East North Central States, 23.9% in the 
West North Central States, 8.9% in the South Atlantic, 
6.3% in the South Central and 33.5% in the Far West- 
ern States. It is a well recognized fact that Holsteins 
lead all breeds in milk production and the best compari- 
sons available on this point are found in the breed aver-

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ages for many thousands of official tests of the different 
dairy breeds. These figures are given in this same publi- 
cation (Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1443) as follows:

Comparing the average production of the three lead- 
ing dairy breeds in the above table, we find that the 
Holsteins average more than 70% above the combined 
average of the others, and this greater production must 
be taken into consideration in estimating what per cent 
of the milk supply is produced by Holstein cows. To 
determine this as accurately as possible, we have pre- 
pared the table on page 10 using the number of milk cows 
and milk production in pounds as shown in U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture “Agricultural Statistics’’—1937, and 
the figures for percentages of Holsteins and proportion- 
ate milk production as developed above from data in 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1443, figuring milk production for 
Holsteins at 70% above the other breeds: 

These figures show the tremendous importance of the 
Holstein cow and Holstein milk in the dairy industry. 
From this data we find that Holstein milk represents 
from 35% to 64% of the bulk of all milk produced in 
four of the six census divisions of the country and 38.4% 
of the total milk supply of the entire United States. 
Surely legislation or regulations prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of so large a percentage of dairymen throughout 
the country should meet with the determined opposition 
of all concerned and proper adjustment sought without 
delay. 

Composition of Milk 
Fat and Solids-not-fat in Milk 

Milk rich in fat is also high in solids-not-fat but 
solids-not-fat do not increase in direct proportion to fat 
content. Thus, milk of moderate fat content has a higher 
percentage of total solids in relation to fat than higher 
fat milk. The composition of milk of the different dairy 
breeds is shown in the following data taken from ‘‘Feeds 
and Feeding”’”’ by Morrison (20th Edition, Page 509).

This table shows that the greatest variation in milk 
of the breeds occurs in the butterfat content, with less 
difference in protein content and very little difference 
in the amount of lactose, or milk sugar, and in the 
mineral content. Other tables by various authorities 
differ somewhat from the above figures given by Morri- 
s0n, but the differences are not sufficient to be signifi- 
cant. It will be noted that the balance of fat and solids 
not fat in Holstein milk comes nearest to Mothers milk 
in its composition. 

Vitamin Content of Milk 
Vitamin A 

Vitamin A is essential to growth and reproduction 
and is very important as a protective factor in enabling 
the body to resist bacterial infection. The Vitamin A 
content of milk depends upon the ration consumed and 
cows produce milk of the highest Vitamin A content 
when on good pasture. The milk from pasture fed 
cows may be twice as rich in Vitamin A as milk from 
the same cows receiving ordinary winter rations. How- 
ever, milk produced during winter feeding may be great- 
ly improved in Vitamin A content by feeding well cured 
green colored hay—especially alfalfa or clover—and by 


feeding silage made from fresh green crops. Vitamin A. 


in milk is associated with the butterfat and a number of 
experiments have been made by different investigators 
in regard to Vitamin A content of milk and they find 
that it varies greatly depending on feed and the breed, 
as well as with individual cows within the breed. 
Vitamin A Research 

Davis and Hathaway studied vitamin potency of the 
milk from Holstein,Jersey, Ayrshire and Guernsey cows 
(Nebraska Agr’l. Exp. Sta. Bulletin No. 54-1931) and 
concluded that there was no significant difference in the 
Vitamin A content of the milk from these different 
breeds. Their results are somewhat at variance with 
results obtained in more recent investigations. 








The Bio-chemical Journal, Vol. 26-1932, reports 
“Notes in the Conversion of Carotene to Vitamin A by 
the Cow’’ by Thomas Moore, Cambridge University, with 
the following summary: 

(1) Although the body fat of the cow is normally 
characterized by the presence of small amounts of caro- 
tene, Vitamin A as such is present in preponderating 
amount both in the liver and milk fats. Since the cow 
is purely herbivorous this finding suggests that carotene 
undergoes the conversion to Vitamin A previously dem- 
onstrated in the rat. 

(2) This conclusion is supported by the finding that 
the feeding of carotene in the form of carrots to a cow 
at the end of the winter stall-feeding period resulted in 
an increase not only in the carotene content but also in 
the Vitamin A content of the butterfat. 

(3) The degree of pigmentation of butterfat, when 
adequate carotene is available in the diet, is determined 
by breed. Butterfat from Jersey cows gave a yellow 
value twice that obtained with butterfat derived from 
Shorthorn cows under similar nutritive conditions. 

(4) When the cow is at pasture the output of 
carotene and Vitamin A in the butterfat is very small in 
comparison with the amount of carotene available in the 
diet. On the other hand, during stall-feeding upon a 
diet almost devoid of carotene the reserves of Vitamin A 
available in the liver and elsewhere may be insufficient 
to meet the demands of prolonged lactation. In practical 
dairying a small allowance of carrots or other material 
rich in carotene should suffice to restore a positive 
balance. 

In Volume 28 of the Bio-chemical Journal-1934, we 
find a report of research conducted by Booth of the 
University of Reading and Gillam of Manchester Univer- 
sity on ‘“‘The Relative Biological Efficiencies of the Vita- 
min A and Carotene of Butter.”” Summary of their work 
appears as follows: 

(1) The Vitamin A activity of Shorthorn and Guern- 
sey butters representative of summer, autumn and winter 
feeding have been determined biologically. No difference 
was found in this respect between the butters of the 
two breeds in each of the three seasons. 

(2) The carotene and Vitamin A content have also 
been determined by spectrophotemetric methods. It was 
found that although the total biological activity is the 
same for butters of each breed (on the same diet and at 
the same season) the relative contribution of the two 
factors, carotene and Vitamin A, vary considerably in 
the two breeds. 

(3) Calculations from these combined results sug- 
gest that the Vitamin A of butter possesses more growth 
promoting activity than does the carotene, being prob- 
ably about six times as potent. 

In the Journal of Biological Chemistry, Volume 
105-1934, we find the report of investigations concerning 
“The Influence of Breed and Diet of Cows on the Carotene 
and Vitamin A Content of Butter’’ by Baumann, Steen- 
bock, Beeson and Rupel, University of Wisconsin, from 
which following quotations are made: 

“The results indicate that the proportion of the total 
Vitamin A of butter due to carotene depends mainly upon 
the breed from which the butter is obtained. The primary 
importance of Vitamin A which we previously empha- 
sized is true only for those breeds which produce butter 
of a relatively low pigment content. In a highly colored 
butter, such as that of the Guernsey, most of the activ- 
ity may be due to carotene. Usually, however, carotene 
accounts for about half of the activity in this breed. 
Since calculations of the percentage of the activity due 
to each depend upon assumptions involving the relative 
biological activity of pure carotene and pure Vitamin A, 
such calculations, of course, yield results of only ap- 
proximate values until better data are available. 

“Our results emphasize the inadequacy of using the 
natural color of butter as an index of vitamin potency. 
For example, butter from a Holstein on a high carotene 
diet may have the same color as butter from a Guernsey 
on a low carotene diet. The Holstein sample, however, 
would show a very high value of Vitamin A whereas the 
Guernsey sample would contain only small amounts of 
the vitamin. The difference in the carotene to Vitamin A 
ratio of butters from different breeds may have some 
nutritional significance if either one is more readily 
absorbed by the human as distinguished from the rat. 
Should a difference in absorbability be established in 
favor of Vitamin A, butters from the breeds producing 
pale butter and of equal activity with those of breeds

NEW year ahead and an old one closing. It is 
A inventory time in industry and business and the 

business of farming and live 
should be no exception. 


May we suggest that in addition to a physical in- 
ventory of assets, it might be worthwhile also to take 
stock of our methods of operation. Are we doing all 
the things we ought to do for carrying on our business 
efficiently? Are we following outworn practices just 
from force of habit? Are we using the best present day 
knowledge in feed and care and pasture management and 
all those things that contribute to successful dairy farm- 
ing? Are we going forward or the reverse in our herd 
development. Its easy to kid ourselves in answering this 
one. Let’s look at the question fairly and with an open 
mind. 

Is our herd sire good enough so that we can really 
afford to use him? Think that over, too. There are a 
lot of angles that the small breeder particularly should 


stock breeding 
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Economizing on a herd sire 
may be the most expensive thing you can do. 

Good business methods dictate an annual inventory 
of our possessions. An annual check-up of our methods 
of using those assets is even more important.

Leg Markings Again 
N our news columns this week will be found the report 
| ot the Chenango County (New York) Club, with a 
resolution which they are to bring before the state 
meeting, seeking approval and assistance in carrying it 
to the National meeting in June. This resolution relates 
to colors that bar registry, as set up in the by-laws 

The proposal would cancel the present rules in re- 
gard to leg marking. These now read as follows: ‘‘one 
or more legs encircled with black touching the hoof; 
black on one or more legs beginning at the hoof and 
extending to or above the knee or hock.” In its place 
would be substituted the following: ‘‘no male shall be 
registered with black at the hoof extending to or towards 
the knee or hock.”’ 

This proposal would remove all restrictions on leg 
markings for females, but would debar any male having 
a black spot touching the hoof at any point. This is as 
we would interpret the wording. 

Perhaps if we had adopted such a rule twenty years 
ago we would be further ahead today than we are in 
the matter of clean leg markings. Today, we would 
have grave doubts about the wisdom of such a rule. At 
any rate, members of the New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association will please take notice that the question 
will be before them at their forthcoming annual meeting.

BREEDING SON TO DAM 
As a breeder I should like to see more outstanding 
Holstein bulls bred back on their dams. But this only 
in cases where we find a genuinely exceptional brood 
cow as the dam of a sire demonstrated to be a worthy 
progenitor of the breed. 


In such intensive breeding we know the get will 
most likely be very good or very bad according to the 
dominance of the characters inherited by the get of the 
cross. This follows Mendel’s Law, stated viz: ‘‘When 
two individuals possessing the same unit characters are 
mated the offspring will show the same unit characters 
in a dominant degree.’’ 


In the practice most often followed of complete out- 
crosses we find the inheritance on the paternal line 
widely diffused in the breed because of a sire’s oppor- 
tunity, there usually being one leading sire in a herd, 
in turn with many male issue. The result of crossing 
a bull back on his dam gives the get, of course, 75% of 
the dam’s inheritance, and in this way the maternal 
line of inheritance may become likewise more widely 
diffused with its attendant good, if truly outstanding, 
projected through the generations. The result of the 
cross may be too severe a test cf the dam’s ability to 
transmit and if it is found that it is generally bad it 
should at once be eliminated. 


Therefore, one who practices such an intensive ex- 
periment, and it must be considered such, should decide 
in advance to be willing to hold himself very ready to 
eliminate issue from the cross which may be found to 
be unworthy and therefore should be unacceptable. On 
the other hand, many who have conscientiously so pur- 
sued the experiment may look back through their herd 
analyses and clearly see where they have substantially 
improved herd families. 


The important consideration with which a breeder 
is always confronted is the introduction of new blood 
which will actually improve one’s herd. Moreover, of 
the four principal considerations confronting us as 
breeders, breeding, feeding, handling and selection, the 
latter in the last analysis may be found to be of conse- 
quence comparable with the first. A breeder’s problem 
always being the introduction of desirable inheritance, 
just naturally this involves keeping out the bad not 
only but the elimination of misfits where the characters 
are mated unsatisfactorily. 

More and more it seems truly progressive breeders 
must make substantial contributions which will stand 
the growing popularity of rigid tests of herd analysis 
through daughter-dam comparisons in the search for 
superior germ plasm. 

These observations are advanced through the World 
as some personal conclusions with which I appreciate al} 
Holstein breeders may not be in accord. Yet I hope 
this matter of our constantly breeding better cattle upon 
which we are all agreed we should progress, will be 
given our thoughtful consideration. We must admit 
that our Holsteins, along with all other breeds, are on 
the threshold of a brand new period of the breed’s long, 
long history.

work for each and every mating then the criticism 
would be.valid but since the index is based on a number 
of daughters, it is not a valid objection or criticism. 
If the same bull were mated to the same cow and the cow 
could have, say, twenty offspring, the cow would in 
some instances no doubt transmit more than half her pro- 
duction level to her daughters, in some cases she would 
probably transmit just about half her production level 
and in some cases less than half her production level. 
The same would hold true for the bull so that the net 
results of all twenty daughters by these two animals 
would be a production level about half way between the 
production level of the cow and the inherited production 
level (not expressed) of the bull. In other words, this 
example is just like a tall man marrying a short woman 
and assuming of course in both cases that both of the 
parents are more or less mixed in their inheritance; 
the human couple mixed in their inheritance of stature 
and the cattle mixed in their inheritance of milk pro- 
duction. Now with cattle a bull is mated to many cows, 
some with a fairly high and others perhaps with a low 
production inheritance. All of them, including cows and 
bull are probably mixed (at the present time) in their 
inheritance for production. The original example used 
of a man and women would also hold under a polygamous 
state where one tall man might be married to several 
short women. If he had one or two children by each 
wife, some of them might be taller than the tallest 
parent and some shorter than the shortest parents but 
the average of them all would be about mid way between 
the two parental heights. So, while it sounds very scien- 
tific to criticize indexes on the score of a cow not neces- 
sarily transmitting her own production level or, what 
they mean, not transmitting exactly half her production 
level, it actually boils down to nothing for the simple 
reason that we are dealing with mixed inheritances gen- 
erally on the part of both bulls and cows and we are 
also dealing with groups of animals not single animals. 
No one expects or should expect any one daughter to 
produce exactly intermediate between her dam’s produc- 
tion and her sire’s index, but for groups this will hold 
true. 


If an index could be proved to be too high for a cer- 
tain bull or if some other bull had been unjustly dis- 
criminated against, those facts would not of themselves 
condemn bull indexing. One swallow does not make a 
summer (nor generally quench a thirst). Even con- 
clusions that are based upon scientific method, and the 
bulls index is based on a scientific method, are not always 
valid for the simple reason that the conclusion depends 
not alone on the so-called facts but also upon the in- 
terpreter. tiven the same set of facts one group of 
people say the earth is flat while another group says that 
it is more or less round. Given the same set of facts 
one group says a law squares with the Constitution 
while another group, nearly as large or just a little 
larger, says it does not. The principal thing that we 
need in our every day affairs as well as in the breeding 
of better dairy cattle is intelligence in order that we 
may take facts and interpret them intelligently; that we 
may take facts and reason through to a logical conclu- 
sion. The end that we are seeking is more intelligent 
handling of our dairy cattle breeding problems. We do 
not expect to get any formula which will solve all our 
troubles pronto and without the need of interpretation 
and common sense. 

Let us be perfectly honest with this whole matter of 
indexing bulls and admit that it has no occult powers; 
and also we can admit that there isn’t anything par- 
ticularly new about if, for the simple reason that breed- 
ers have always usec it in a general way if not with 
specific figures. That is if a breeder used a bull on a 
group of cows and the daughters were better in produc- 
tion than their dams the breeder just naturally thought 
that the bull had something to do with the increase and 
if that same bull were to be used in another herd the 
general expectancy would be that the daughters in the 
second herd would probably be somewhat better than 
their dams (the cows in the second herd being of some- 
where near the same production level as those in the 
first). Our hope in breeding is that each bull will bring 
in a few more of the genes or factors for higher produc- 
tion so that his heifers will have not only some of the 
good genes for higher production that they got from 
their dams but also some additional ones which the 
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dams did not have but which have been contributed by 
the daughters’ sire. In this way we have a reasonable 
hope of making a steady progress if we can pick bulls 
that will bring in more genes for higher production than 
for low. 

If a bull is bred to a group of cows that average 
10,000 pounds of milk and their daughters average 12,- 
000 pounds of milk it would seem to be a fair assumption 
that the bull had had something to do with the increase 
in production, provided the environment remained about 
the same, and on the basis of the above figures the bull 
would have an index of 14,000 pounds of milk (the 
daughters by the intermediate method always being half 
way between the dams’ level of production and the index 
given to the sire). If the same bull were used on a herd 
of cows that average 12,000 pounds we would have a 
reasonable degree of assurance that the daughters would 
average around 13,000 pounds of milk provided the 
general conditions under which all the cows and daugh- 
ters were tested were fairly uniform. 


Some individuals say they prefer to use the daugh- 
ters’ average as the bull’s index—in other words, leave 
the dams’ contribution out of the picture entirely. This 
seems illogical because we know, in a general way, that 
both sire and dam are jointly and equally responsible 
for the potentialities of their offspring. Individuals who 
use this argument say that the index is no good because 
a cow’s level of production is not necessarily a good pic- 
ture of what she will transmit. We have admitted and 
do admit the general truth of this statement so far as 
one individual is concerned but not so far as a group of 
individuals is concerned. Those who prefer using just 
the daughters’ average might however be a little more 
consistent in their argument. If the cow’s record is no 
good as a measure of her genetic make-up and transmit- 
ting powers then by what twist of reasoning do the 
daughters’ records become perfectly valid as a transmit- 
ting measure, not, to be sure, of their own productive 
ability but, worse still, a valid measure of the transmit- 
ting ability of their sire. 


The advoeates of using just the daughters’ records 
as an index for the sire seem to try to leave the inference 
that the daughters’ records are a good measure of a 
bull’s transmitting abilities while the index method is no 
good. As a matter of fact they are both based on rec- 
ords, the index on more records since it uses those of 
the dams as well as those of the daughters; and the 
index method also implies what is no doubt true, namely, 
that both sire and dam contribute something to their 
offspring. 


We have admitted that dams making records under 
perhaps unfavorable conditions might have daughters 
which made big records under very favorable conditions 
and in this way the bull would get too high an index 
so that when the index, derived in this way, was used 
together with the production level of another herd into 
which the bull was going, the expected production of the 
daughters would not quite materialize. That is, the bull 
would pull them up, but not as high as the index would 
have led us to believe. But, is not the same identical 
thing true if we use only the daughters’ forced records 
as the index of the bull? This group of twelve daughters, 
we will say, of a certain bull made 15,000 pounds of 
milk due to extremely favorable conditions and forced 
feeding whereas under more normal conditions they 
would have made say 13,000 pounds of milk. Now if 
this bull goes into another herd we would, under this 
system, expect his daughters there to make 15,000 
pounds of milk but they would make only 13,000 pounds 
under normal conditions and again we would be disap- 
pointed. What I am trying to say is that, using daugh- 
ters’ records is not a bit more accurate than the indexing 
method nor will it save us any more disappointments if 
the records are forced ones. 


We might just as well admit that any good thing can 
be abused and when a thing is abused the way to stop 
the abuse is not by legislating against the thing but by 
educating people to the proper use of the thing. The 
obvious example to cite here is of course that of pro- 
hibition. Legislating against liquor was an utter failure 
and led to a whole host of even worse evils. The only 
hopeful method of coping with the situation is by means 
of education not prohibitive legislation. 

For progress in the breeding of better dairy cattle 
it would seem that several things are essential; one, 
that we get production records and other facts as to

Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, 
Iowa, send us a picture of the new 
barn they built for heifers and dry 
cows about a year ago. Mel Camp- 
bell, Maytag superintendent, writes 
that the barn conveniently handles 
from 35 to 40 head of loose stock, 
with a cement manger for feeding 
silage and a limited amount of grain 
on one side and hay mangers on the 
other side that can be filled from 
the hay loft above with a minimum 
of labor. The barn has no floor and 
is unlined inside. The doors, which 
are never closed, summer or winter, 
open on a large paddock in which 
the cattle run at will. He writes that 
the cattle came through the winter of 
1936-37 in fine shape under these 
conditions and seemed to be healthier 
and more rugged than when confined 
in the barn during the winter in 
stanchions or small stalls. One man 
can take care of this large number 
of cattle by spending only a few min- 
utes each day. In summer and early 
fall the barn does duty as a fitting 
barn for the show herd. 

Recent bull sales from Maytag 
Dairy Farms include that of Man-O- 
War Posch Inka, a son of Man-O-

resistance to disease, ease of milking, longevity, etc., on 
more of our cattle. When this has been done we can 
take a group of cows to which a bull has been mated and 
compare them with their daughters as regards production 
and get a production index for the bull. In this way 
and in this way alone can we get a fair measure of the 
sire’s transmitting ability. When we get this information 
so far as production is concerned, we call it an index 
and it seems to the writer that we would be foolish to 
shut our eyes to any valid information that we can get 
either about our cows or about our bulls. The only 
reason, of course, that we have to have an index on a 


| bull is the fact that the bull does not give any milk. If 


we could milk the bull then we could measure his trans- 
mitting ability directly as we can measure the transmit- 
ting ability of tall and short parents. Both parents 
evidence some degree of stature—some degree of tallness 
or shortness, but in the case of dairy cattle the bull 
gives no milk and because Nature decided to do the job 
in this way we have to find a way around the difficulty 
and we do it by indexing the bull. 

The constructive breeder used many tools in the selec- 
tion and mating of his animals. The index is a new tool 
and like most new tools we have to learn how to handle 
When we first try a new tool we are a bit awkward 
with it and we may knock the skin off here and there 
and perhaps chop off the end of a finger but eventually 
we learn to use the new improved tool and while very 
often the learning costs us something, we generally are 
able to look back and say, it was well worth the price.

Tine honor of illustrating the World front cover on 


the final issue of 1937 goes to Carnation Ormsby 

Perfection 671573, highest priced Holstein in any pub- 
lic auction sale of the year just past and indeed the high- 
est since 1930. Bred by Carnation Milk Farms, this bull 
was consigned by them to the World’s Fair National 
Sale at Chicago in 1933, when he was purchased by Jo- 
seph H. Hill of Rose Hill Farm, Richmond, Ind. as the 
top bull of the sale—$1,500 for just a nine months old 
calf, back in the “dark days” of 1933, the top price for 
Holstein bulls that year in public auction. 

This fine price was due to the fact that he was a 
youngster of attractive type and promise, a son of Mata- 
dar Segis Ormsby and from a daughter of Sir Inka May 
that then had a junior two-year-old record of 699.6 lbs. 
fat with 4.2% test. The second dam was Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood, National Champion senior four-year- 
old with 1,198.9 lbs. fat and also National Champion 
junior two-year-old with 976.2 lbs. fat. After the bull 
came to Rose Hill, his dam made her sensational record 
of 1,149.4 lbs. fat with 4.7% test, becoming the highest 
testing 1,000-lb. fat producer of our breed, and her full 
sister also came through with well over 1,000 lbs. fat, 
setting a new mark for two full sisters as well as for dam 
and two daughters. 

In the fall of 1933, Joe Hill showed Carnation Orms- 
by Perfection at his state fair, where he won the senior 
bull calf class. The next year he was first prize senior 
yearling at several state fairs and attracted wide atten- 
tion for his splendid type and conformation. 

In 1935 he went back to Carnation for a short period 
of intensive service and then returned to Rose Hill where 
he sired a grand lot of daughters and sons. Dick Paul, 
a neighbor of Joe Hill, bred his many times grand cham- 
pion cow, Lass Ormsby Clyde, to ‘‘Perfection’ and got 
a daughter that this year won the two-year-old class at 
such shows as Wisconsin and Michigan State Fairs. 

The Rose Hill Dispersal, held National Dairy Show 
Week and made necessary by Mr. Hill’s ill health, con- 
clusion that Carnation would not let him go to any other 
without a stiff fight, and so it proved. Shaking off such 
determined bidders as Pevely Dairy of Missouri and 
Quality Park Farm of Wisconsin, the Carnation represen- 
tatives kept bidding until he was struck off to them at 
$4,150, the highest price paid in public sale for a Holstein 
since the Denver National Sale in 1930, when another 
Carnation-bred bull, Carnation Inka Matador, was pur- 
chased by Pevely Dairy from Congressman Strong for 
$6,200.

producing dark butter, as measured by rat assays, would 

appear more desirable. 

“The carotene which is absorbed may either be 
stored in the tissues, utilized directly by the tissues, 
secreted into the milk, or converted into Vitamin A. It 
would, of course, be desirable to know which breed of 
cattle produces milk richest in Vitamin A activity. Our 
results can only yield this information after the biological 
value of Vitamin A in terms of carotene is better estab- 
lished. Assuming that 0.6 micogram of Vitamin A is 
equivalent to one microgram of carotene, the total 
activity for July butterfat per gram ranges from 23 in- 
ternational units for the Ayrshire to 31 units for the 
Holstein, Guernsey and Brown Swiss. For the June series 
the values range from 14 for the Jersey to 21 for the 
Holstein. Breed differences in total activity therefore 
appear to be small. Should it be established that the 
biological value of Vitamin A differs markedly from that 
assumed, greater breed differences in total Vitamin A 
activity would appear. However, published values for 
the activity of pure Vitamin A range from 0.1 microgram 
to 1 microgram per international units and in all prob- 
ability the true value lies within these limits.” 

Summary 

Spectroscopic determinations were made of the caro- 
tene and Vitamin A content of butterfat from cows of 
various breeds on high and low carotene diets. Definite 
breed differences were noted. On the winter ration 
average carotene values ranged from 4.3 micrograms per 
gram for Guernsey butter. Vitamin A ranged from 5.1 
micrograms per gram for Guernsey butter to 10.1 micro- 
grams per gram for Holstein butter. On the green feed 
ration averages for carotene ranged from 5.5 micrograms 
per gram for Ayrshire butter to 17.0 micrograms per 
gram for Guernsey butter; Vitamin A ranged from 8.5 
micrograms per gram for Guernsey butter to 15.1 mico- 
grams per gram for Holstein butter. When the carotene 
intake of the cow was increased, there was an increase 
in both the carotene and Vitamin A content for the but- 
terfat Calculations indicated that 3.3% of the Vitamin A 
ingested on a low carotene ration was secreted into the 
milk; on a high carotene ration only 1.3 per cent was 
secreted. 

Volume XXI, No. 178, The Bimonthly Bulletin, Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station, includes a report of 
“The Vitamin A activity and Carotene Content of Butter- 
fat from Ayrshire, Guernsey, Holstein and Jersey Cows”’ 
by Sutton and Kraus, from which we quote as follows: 

Since no difference was found between the Vitamin A 
activity of Holstein and Guernsey butterfats (i.e., per 
unit of fat), it follows that if milk from these two breeds 
were standardized to the same fat percentage each quart 
of each kind of milk would have the same Vitamin A 
activty. However, a quart of unstandardized Guernsey 
milk should exceed in Vitamin A activity in direct pro- 
portion to the difference in fat percentages. These de- 
ductions apply only when the cows are fed alike. It 
might be possible, by controlling feeding, to reverse this 
condition. 

“Both Guernsey and Holstein butterfats were signifi- 
cantly superior to Ayrshire butterfat in Vitamin A. 
activity. In this case superiority in Vitamin A activity 
per quart should be observed in milk from the former 
two breeds, whether standardized or unstandardized. 

“Although the differences between the Holstein and 
Guernsey butterfats and the Jersey butterfat were sta- 
tistically significant in only one of the trials, the fact 
that similar differences were observed in each trial in- 
dicates that the results are beyond the realm of chance. 
This would indicate that the difference in Vitamin A ac- 
tivity between unstandardized Jersey milk and unstand- 
ardized Holstein milk would be minimized or obliterated. 

“Ayrshire butterfat was significantly lower in Vita- 
min A activity than either Guernsey or Holstein fat. Milk 
from this breed would, then, under the same conditions 
of production, contain less Vitamin A activity per quart 
than Guernsey or Holstein milk. 

“No significant difference was found between the 
Jersey and Ayrshire fats with respect to Vitamin A activ- 
ity per unit of fat. Unstandardized Jersey milk should, 


therefore, exceed unstandardized Ayrshire milk in Vita- 
man A activity, because of the larger fat percentage. 
“From data to be further verified and published later 
and from work done elsewhere, the explanation for the 
lack of correlation between carotene content of butterfat 
(as measured physically or chemically) 


and the total 
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Vitamin A activity of such fat (as measured biologically ) 
would seem to lie in the relative distribution in fact of 
the colored (carotent) and colorless (true Vitamin A). 
forms of Vitamin A which together determine Vitamin 


A activity. -There are apparently inherent breed char- 
acteristics which regulate the degree of transformation 
of the food source of Vitamin A (carotene) into the 
colorless form in the process of milk fat formation. 

“The results presented in this paper contribute to 
understanding from a scientific standpoint of the variations 
between breed milks with respect to two of many fac- 
tors—carotene and Vitamin A activity. How much prac- 
tical significance can be attached to these finding is prob- 
lematical. Until more is known about the Vitamin A 
requirements of humans, any discrimination between 
breed milks on the above basis alone is questionable.” 

Wilbur, Hilton and Hauge, Purdue University Experi- 
mental Station, report an experiment to determine the 
Vitamin A activity of Guernsey and Ayrshire butter by 
the biological assay method and they found that there is 
no appreciable difference in the two breeds when fed 
under identical nutritive conditions. They conclude 
that under similar feeding conditions, the higher the per- 
centage of butterfat in the milk the greater will be its 
Vitamin A activity. 

Research by Shaw, Bechdel, Guerrant and Dutcher, 
Pennsylvania State College, reported in the August, 1937, 
Journal of Dairy Science, substantiates the finding at 
Purdue. They worked with Holsteins, Jerseys, Guern- 
seys, Ayrshires and Brown Swiss and they conclude that 
the Vitamin A potency of milks from the various dairy 
breeds is proportional to the percentage of milk fat 
characteristic of the breed. The Vitamin A potency per 
gram of milk fat, however, was approximately the same 
for all breeds. 

From these findings of various investigators, we 
conclude that Vitamin A activity of milk does not depend 
on true Vitamin A alone but the combined effect of the 
true Vitamin A and its precursor—carotene; that the 
Vitamin A potency of milk is in proportion to the per 
cent fat in the milk,’ the richer milk being higher in 
Vitamin A potency than low or moderate fat milk (but is 
the same per unit of butterfat for the different breeds). 
Hence, milk from the different breeds under similar 
feeding conditions would be of substantially the same 
Vitamin A potency if standardized to a uniform fat con- 
tent. : Color in Milk 

There is a wide range of color in normal milk from 
healthy cows; some milk is nearly white or very light in 
color while other milk shows a deep yellow color, with 
all graduations between these two extremes. Yellow 
color in milk is not a measure of its richness but is 
chiefly due to the presence of carotene in the fat globules, 
Carotene is the substance that gives carrots their char- 
acteristic yellow color and it is present in large amounts 
in green grass, properly cured hay and many other kinds 
of roughage. Carotene is the substance from which the’ 
important Vitamin A is formed, but Vitamin A itself is 
colorless. Some cows possess a greater ability than others 
to transform the yellow carotene in their feeds into the 
colorless Vitamin A and as a result their milk is lighter 
colored though richer in Vitamin A. There are apparently 
inherent breed characteristics which regulate the degree 
of transformation of the food source of Vitamin A (caro- 
tene) into the colorless form in the process of milk fat 
formation. However, it has been definitely proved that 
the actual Vitamin A activity of milk depends upon the 
combined values of the carotene (which is yellow) and 
the true Vitamin A (which is colorless) and that this 
is affected more by feed than by breed. 

Research Rating on Five Breeds 

Research at the Wisconsin Experiment Station with 
the different breeds revealed the fact that ‘‘when the 
carotene content was high, Vitamin A tended to be low: 
and when Vitamin A was high, carotene tended to be 


low.”’ Their studies included the five dairy breeders 
and they found that Holstein milk averaged highest 
of all the breeds in Vitamin A content:

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Iowa’s Annual Meeting 


The Iowa Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation held their annual meeting 
at Waterloo, December 7, 1937. It 
was a day packed full of interesting 
discussion and many plans were 
made for the various projects to be 
carried out during the coming year. 


Mr. O. L. Hamer, President, point- 
ed out that from October 1936 to 
November 30, 1937 the total general 
receipts from all sources was $3,- 
990.98. The sale receipts in 1937 
amounted to $18,471.70, making a 
grand total of all funds handed by 
our state association, $22,462.68. 


Likewise, he reported that the 242 
members have paid their dues to the 
association during the yeear and that 
eleven counties have active associa- 
tions of twelve members or more. 
Fayette county leads the group with 
a membership of 52, Black Hawk is 


second with 35 members. Other 
standard counties include Jasper, 
Marshall, O’Brien, Scott, Jones, 
Johnson, Franklin, Cerro Gordo 


and Webster, the latter two being 
reorganized this year. Warren and 
Chickasaw counties are entitled to 


-a limited membership with — six 
members each. 
D. H. Ellis, Treasurer, made a 


‘svery interesting report, showing that 

the total expenditures for the year 
amounted to $3,026.64. Some of 
the larger items in the disbursements 
include the following: 4-H club 
prizes, $213.29; traveling expenses 
‘for directors meetings and commit- 
tees, $229.94; expenses of annual 
meeting, picnic and Dairy Cattle 
‘Congress banquet; $102.91; steno- 
graphic and secretarial work, $216.- 
46; postage, $174.00; subscriptions 
for Holstein-Friesian World for all 
members, $87.00; office supplies, 
-$48.95; Better sire trophy, $26.00; 
-dues to Iowa State Dairy Association 
for all members, $40.00; expenses of 
-district and state shows, including 
field man’s salary and traveling ex- 
pense, 91,299.37, and prizes at state 
show which amounted to $900.00; 
‘publishing of breeders’ directory, 
$451.88. The total resources of the 
-state association as of November 30, 
1937, amounted to $2,264.34. 


The budget committee, headed by 
‘W. D. Mitchell of Reinbeck, esti- 
mated expenditures of $1,549.21 for 
1938. This includes $298.00 for 
44-H club prizes, the largest item 
being for 15 jewel gold watches to 
‘county champion club members.. 

In the breeders program for 1938 
the following items were approved: 
subscriptions to Holstein-Friesian 
World for all members of state as- 
sociation, $87.00; traveling expense 
‘for directors’ and committee meet- 
ings, $275 and picnics, annual meet- 
ing and Dairy Cattle Congress Ban- 


quet, $90.00; stenographic work,

dues to state dairy association, 


$40.00; miscellaneous, $78.00. 


The association also voted to con- 
tinue the district and state shows 
for 1938 and furnish a field man for 
one month to assist in planning these 
shows. Likewise, to furnish ribbons 
for the district shows. O. L. Hamer 

“was authorized to make arrange- 


ments for the field man to assist with 
this work. 


The association also voted to fur- 
nish free of charge a subscription to 
the Holstein-Friesian World to all 
vocational agriculture instructors in 
the state who request same. 


Mr. A. C. Oosterhuis, President of 
the National Association, was the 
principal speaker and urged the Iowa 
breeders to continually strive to im- 
prove the breeding of their cattle 
and told of some of the problems con- 
fronting the National association, as 
well as the proposed program for ad- 
vancing the breeding of cattle on a 
national scale.

They concluded that there is little difference between 
the Vitamin A activity of milk from the different breeds. 
Hence the general conclusion that color of. milk is not as 
safe guide as to its richness or Vitamin A feeding value. 


Milk is a good source of Vitamin B (antineuritic) 

Vitamin C (antiscorbutic) 

Vitamin E (reproduction 
and supplies some Vitamin D, though not enough; and 
special Vitamin D milk produced by irradiation or yeast 
feeding is recommended. There is very little informa- 
tion available as to the content of these vitamins in the 
milk of different breeds except very recent reports con- 
cerning Vitamin C. Garrett, Bender and Tucker of New 
Jersey Agricultural Experiment Station have just report- 
ed studies of “Relation of Grass Silage, Color, Vitamin 
C and Flavor in Milk.” Their experiments were made 
with Holsteins and Guernseys and they conclude that 

(1) Molasses grass silage is superior to corn silage 
in producing yellow color in milk. 

There is a close relationship between percentage 
of fat and color. 

There is a significant association of 
Vitamin C. 

High carotene and high Vitamin C are concin- 
dental to and help to preserve good flavor in 
milk, 

In the January 1937 issue of the Journal of Dairy 
Science, Whitnah and Riddel, Kansas Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station, published reports of studios of Vitamin 
C in milk of different breeds. Their results showed 
Jerseys highest and Holsteins lowest of the four dairy 
breeds. Jersey milk averaged 29.2 milligrams Vitamin 
C per liter, Guernsey 26.0, Ayrshire 24.1 and Holstein 
23.5.

Then, if we figure the value per quart on the basis 
of total nutrients, to compare 3.5 milk with milk of 
higher per cent fat, we get comparative values as shown 
below:

Professor F. B. Morrison, Head of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department, Cornell University, in his book “Feed 
and Feeding’’, 20th Edition, Page 144 says, 

“A very young animal has only a limited ability to 
digest and assimilate fat. If it is fed milk containing a 
greater percentage of fat than is normal for that species, 
digestive disturbances may therefore result. Since human 
milk is lower in fat content than cow’s milk, this fact 
must be borne in mind in feeding very young infants. For 
delicate infants cow’s milk too high in fat may produce 
unsatisfactory results.” 

In his book, ‘Dairy Cattle and Milk Production’’, 
Dr. C. H. Eckles, Professor of Dairy Husbandry, Univer- 
sity of Minnesota says, 

“The Holsteins produce more milk on the av erage and 
at a cheaper cost for 100 pounds than any other breed. 
The per cent of fat averages the lowest. The fat globules 
are small, rather variable in size, and do not show much 
yellow color. On account of the small globules, the 
cream does not separate so quickly nor so competely by 
gravity as is the case with larger fat globules. The lack 
of color in the fat results in the milk and cream show- 
ing much less color than if it was of equal quality but 
the product of a Jersey or Guernsey. The lack of color 


is of some disadvantage in selling market milk, since in 
the popular mind color erroneously is considered an index 
of richness. The Holstein breed is well adapted for sup- 
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plying milk for market. The small fat globules are an ad- 
vantage, as they allow the milk to be handled easily with- 
out churning. The yield is large, and the fat and solids- 
not-fat well balanced for human food.” 

Costs of Producing Milk of Varying Fat Content 

In an article entitled, “‘A Price Differential for Whole 
Milk,” Professor W. L. Gaines, University of Illinois, 
quotes figures from a Danish Experiment Station with 
three groups of cows producing milk averaging 3.60% 
fat, 4.28% and 5.34% fat. Records of these feeding 
trials, which covered ten years and included 350 cows or 
more in each group follow:

Reducing these figures to a percentage basis shows 
that it requires 11% more feed units per cwt. of 4.28% 
fat milk and 28% more feed units cwt. of 5.34% fat milk 
than were required to produce 100 pounds of 3.6% fat 
milk, or the relative costs were:

Figures published by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture, from a sur- 
vey of 357 dairy farms in Pennsylvania show the com- 
partive cost of producing milk of varying fat content. 
This report gives a table based on the quantity of feed 
required to produce 100 pounds of 3.75% milk as com- 
pared to lower and higher testing milk:

High Fat Milk Costs More to Produce 

According to the Morrison Feeding Standards, (Feeds 
and Feeding by Morrison, 20th Edition, p. 1004) more 
feed is required to produce milk of high per cent fat and 
cost is greater. Total digestible nutrients required per 
pound miik produced increase with per cent fat in milk 
as follows, as compared with 3.5% milk:

Summarizing all of this briefly, we have shown 

(1) That Holstein milk makes up nearly half the 
bulk of the nation’s milk supply and up to 64% in im- 
portant dairy sections. 

(2) That Holstein milk has a higher percentage of 
total solids in proportion to fat than other milk. Thus, 
if sold in natural form (not standardized on the fat 
basis) Holstein milk would represent the highest value 
in proportion to butterfat content. 

(3) According to the best available information the 
vitamins are associated with and in proportion to the fat 
in the milk. Hence, selling milk either in natural state 
or standardized on a butterfat basis would be fair from 
the vitamin standpoint. 

(4) The light color of Holstein milk is due to the 
greater efficiency of the Holstein cow in converting the 
carotene, which is yellow, into Vitamin A, which is 
colorless. 

(5) Holstein milk can be produced at lower cost per 
quart or hundreds pounds than milk richer in butterfat. 

(6) Food value of Holstein milk is higher than milk 
of the higher testing breeds in proportion to actual but- 
terfat content. 

(7) Holstein milk if standardized up to 4% fat 
would have approximately the same total solids and food 
value as natural 4% milk, but standardizing much above 
4% would not be advisable as it would not carry suf- 
ficient solids-not-fat to correspond with natural milk of 
high per cent fat. On the other hand, if standardization

OXFORD COUNTY’S FIRST 


The accompanying picture, just re- 
ceived, shows Oxford County’s first 
30,000-lb. cow, Hetty Korndyke Kon- 
igen 166463, whose record of 31,048 
lbs. milk, 1,107 lbs. fat, with 3.56% 
average test, was reported last month 
in our news columns. She was milked 
three times daily for 357 days and 
the record was made in ten-year-old 
form. This is one of the largest rec- 
ords ever made on three-time milk- 
ing and is the largest, regardless of 
number of milkings, ever reported 
for a ten-year-old cow. She was 
bred by Nicholas Steckly, Wellesley, 
Waterloo county, Ont., and was pur- 
chased in dam by Fred Stock, Tavi- 
stock, Oxford County, Ont., who still 
owns her. Sec’y George Clemons 
writes that a great deal of the credit 
for this fine record should go to 
Fred Stock, Jr., a recent graduate of 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph. 
Sec’y Clemons also reports that she 
produced 3,217.5 lbs. milk during 
December 1936 and that in only two 
months of the twelve did she fail to 
exceed the 2,000-lb. mark. As stated, 
she is the first 30,000-lb. cow to be 
developed in Oxford ounty, the 
second being Springbank Abbekerk 
Adaline, just reported with 30,029 
Ibs. milk, 1,081 lbs. fat, also on 
three-time milking. Of course many 
other Holsteins of Oxford County 
breeding have made over 30,000 Ibs. 
in other places, but these two are 
the first actually developed in the 
county, known as the Holland of 
America.

Montvie Rag Apple Bonheur, four 
times All-American daughter of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, is just re- 
ported as completing an R. O. P. 
record at six years old of 862 Ibs. 
fat from 21,264 lbs. milk, 4.05%, 
milked three times daily. At the 
start of this record she dropped twin 
calves and then was shipped over 300 
miles to Toronto to the Royal Winter 
Fair, where she was an outstanding 
senior and grand champion for the 
third successive year. after which she 
returned home, another trip of over 
300 miles, to continue her record. 

This is the third R. O. P. record 
completed by this marvelous cow. At 
the age of 2 years, 27 days, she made 
a record of 18,124 lbs. milk, 4.00%, 
725 lbs. fat on a strictly three-time 
milking.

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days, she came back with a 305-day 
record of 799 lbs. fat on three-time, 
which is second high for Canada and 
higher than any record ever made 
in the United States by a heifer of 
this age on three-time work.

For five straight years, starting as 
a two-year-old in 1932, she won her 
class at the Royal, the last three 
years being senior and grand cham- 
pion. She was All-American two- 
year-old in 1932, had Honorable 
Mention for All-American as a three- 
year-old in 1933, was All-American 
four-year-old in 1934 and All-Ameri- 
can aged cow in 1935 and 1936 and 
for four years was a member of the 
Get of Sire by Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst that was twice All-American 
and twice Reserve. 

Her son, Montvic Pathfinder, sired 
by Montvic Chieftain, is now the sen- 
ior sire in the herd of Mount Vic- 
toria Farms, Hudson Heights, Que- 
bec, where she was bred and devel- 
oped. Her youngest son, sired by 
‘Pathfinder’? was sold in the Na- 
tional Convention Sale at Chicago 
last June, topping all bulls sold in 
the sale at $1,900, and is now owned 
by Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc Wis. 
Still another son, also sired by Mont- 
vic Chieftain and hence a ful! brother 
to Montvic Pathfinder, is in service 
at Bellevue Farms, Hyattsville, Md.

total for her first five lactations of 
98,737 lb. milk, 3,471 lb. fat all on 
twice-a-day milking. Her last re- 
cord was made at 6 years of age and 
her total production is the highest in 
Canada for a cow of her age. Her 
closest rival is Pietje Colantha Dew- 
drop owned by Geo. W. Barnard & 
Son, Norwich. The total for her 
first five lactations is 105,249 Ib. 
milk and 3,679 lb. fat, but her last 
record was made at 7 years of age. 
As Mr. Hart’s cow will be freshen- 
ing again at 7 years, she will be one 
record to the good in her race for 
supremacy against the Barnard Cow. 
Both these great Oxford County 
cows are well on their way for out- 
standing lifetime productions on 
twice-a-day milking. 


In addition to her great produc- 
tion, Dewdrop Johanna Changeling 
has been a consistent winner at the 
major exhibitions and was Reserve 
Grand Champion at London in 1936. 
She is a daughter of Prince Dewdrop 
Sylvius and with two of her sisters 
formed one of the strongest ‘Gets 
of Sire’ to be seen on the show cir- 
cuit in 1936. 


RECORDS AT SCHELL’S 


Mr. Fred L. Schell, one of the vet- 
eran Holstein breeders of Oxford 
County, has just completed an ex- 
cellent record on a granddaughter 
and a great-granddaughter of his fa- 
mous Eastwood Pearl Dixie, sold to 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, IIl., 
where she was re-registered as Pearl 
Abbekerk Dixie. 

On strictly twice-a-day milking, 
Eastwood Pearl Banostine 3rd made 


20,632 lbs. milk and 693 lbs. fat, 
while her daughter, Eastwood Pearl 
Mercedes made 19,502 lbs. milk and 
664 lbs. fat. 

Going back through Eastwood 
Pearl Banostine with 25,753 Ibs. 
milk, and 885 lbs. fat, to Eastwood 
Pearl Dixie with 25,545 lbs. milk, 
and 967 lbs. fat, this completes a 
four-generation group, averaging 
22,858 lbs. milk and 802 lbs. fat. 
The records of the two older cows 
were both made by Elmwood Farms 
on four-times-a-day milking. 

Another very creditable record 
completed by Mr. Schell was that of 
Eastwood Martha Burke with 19,326 
Ibs. milk and 691 lbs. fat on twice- 
a-day milking. Her dam also went 
to Elmwood where she made 24,689 
lbs. milk and 897 Ibs. fat on four- 
times-a-day milking. 

It is obvious that the blood of the 
great cows which Elmwood bought 
from Mr. Schell is breeding on and 
there is little doubt but that the 
daughters which Mr. Schell is test- 
ing on twice-a-day milking would go 
ahead and make as great records as 
their ancestors under similar condi- 
tions. 


H. F. Boake, Downsview, Ont., 
well-known York County Holstein

creasing the number of animals that 
are registered that have undesirable 
leg markings, and whereas we 
realize the much better influence of 
males in transmitting desirable and 
undesirable characteristics, and 
whereas restrictions on the registra- 
tions on the registration of males 
would have been a much greater in- 
fluence on the breed;

Following is the address of 
President O. L. Hamer, delivered at 
the Annual Meeting of the Iowa Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association, Inc., at 
Waterloo, December 7. 


To the Members of the Iowa Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association, Inc. 

Reports of the major activities of 
your state Holstein association for 
1937 are attached hereto. Please 
look them over. The total genera] 
receipts from all sources was $3.,- 
990.98, the sale receipts were $18.,- 
471.70, making a grand total of all 
funds handled by the association, 
$22,462.68. 

Our state association leans heavily 
on our county organizations in all 
the activities and Fayette County 
ranks first with a membership of 
52, Black Hawk is second with 35. 
Other standard counties are Jasper, 
Marshall, O’Brien, Scott, Jones, 
Johnson, Franklin, Cerro Gordo and 
Webster, the latter two being re- 
organized this year. Other counties 
with six members are Chickasaw and 
Warren. We should organize more 
counties for 1938. 

The state and district Holstein 
shows were an outstanding success. 
These shows were the means of 
creating a keener and more enthu- 
siastic interest in our cattle. Breed- 
ers from all parts of the state part- 
icipated. The picnic was held in 
connection with the state show, one 
of the high lights being the band 
from the Boys’ Training School of 
Eldora. 

The state directory is something 
new for us. 3,000 copies have been 
distributed by mail to every breeder, 
cow tester, county agent, and Smith- 
Hughes instructor in Iowa. It is 
the most complete and information 
piece of work ever put out by our 
association. Dr. Heizer of the Na- 
tional Association was secured for a 
series of six summer meetings to 
discuss the breeding of better dairy 
cattle, these meetings being attended 
by approximately 190 people. 

During the year, 22 news stories 
have been furnished the Holstein- 
Friesian World. Six stories have 
gone to all the daily papers over the 
state and twelve news stories were 
sent out by Earl Shultz. Herb 
Palmbeck of WHO used a goodly 
number of our stories. 

Eleven committees have served 
the association during the past year 
They are as follows: 4-H, show, 
sale, banquet, picnic, auditing, 
nominating, budget, annual meeting, 
directory and mid-winter meeting. 
Your association played an important 
part in eliminating the ruling re- 
garding the Iowa Retail Sales Tax 
as it pertains to dairy cattle. The 
splendid support of all the members 
has been gratifying to me and I 
know you will give the same support 
to your new president for 1938. 

Summaries of Reports 

Treasurer D. H. Ellis reported that 
the Association started the yeear 
with a balance in the general fund 
of $1,047.40, with receipts for the 
year of $2,943.58 and expenses of 
$3,026.64, leaving a cash balance of 
$964.34. Principal items in the 
Receipts column were $953.46 from 
the National Association, $547.16 
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NOTES 


from dues of 242 members, $588.50 
from the Waterloo Chamber of Com- 
merce for the State Black & White 
Show, $528.44 for advertising and 
gale of cuts in the Directory and 
$231.50 for prizes and expenses of 
the State Herd at the Dairy Cattle 
Congress. 

Among the larger items of ex- 
penses were $900 for expenses of 
the district show herds at the state 
show, besides $364.16 for salary and 
expenses of Earl Shultz and $35.21 
for ribbons for the district shows; 
$451.88 for printing and cuts for 
the Directory, which was published 
at a small profit; $710.26 for travel 
and general office expenses, including 
postage, telephone, telegraph, etc.; 
$239.29 for prizes and trophies and 
$102.91 for expenses of annual 
meeting, picnics and D.C.C. banquet. 
Besides their $964.34 of working 
capital, the Association has a $1,000 
Government bond and a $300 time 
deposit in the bank. 

The budget committee, consisting 
of W. D. Mitchell, President Hamer 
and H. O. Larsen, submitted a bud- 
get with estimated receipts for 1938 
of $1,574.78, including $1,000 from 
the National Association and $544.78 
from dues. Estimated expenditures 
are $1,549.21, including $295 for 
the promotion of 4-H work; $825 for 
the regular Breeders’ Program; 
$335.21 for prizes and expenses for 


State District Black and White 
Shows; and $44 for World subscrip- 
tions to Vocational Agricultural 
Schools. 





The report of the Committee on 
District and State Black & White 
Shows, signed by K. D. Hatch, Art 
Porter and L. C. Lenth, described in 
some detail the program of the past 
year. The state was divided into 
ten districts, with a one-day show 
held in each district. At the ten 
district shows, 446 head of Holsteins 
were exhibited by 143 exhibitors, 
with a total attendance of 1,275. 
District herds were then selected for 
exhibit at the State Show, at which 
there were 146 head shown by 66 
exhibitors. From this show a State 
Herd was selected for exhibit at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress, where second 
prize was awarded the Iowa group. 
Several changes were recommended 
for the 1938 program based on the 
experience of the year just passed. 

The Sale Committee, Myron Tall- 
cott, Alfred Paper and A. J. Hansen, 
reported that at the Spring Quality 
Sale, 63 head sold for a total of 
$8,367.50 and at the Breeders’ Fall 
Sale 71 head brought a total of $10,- 
062.50. Expenses of the Spring 
Sale were $1,069.40, including 
$59.75 dues to state and county as- 
sociations and $20.32 to the Sale 
Account; and for the Fall Sale, 
$1095.39, including $15.55 dues to 
state and county associations and 
$50.87 to the Sale Account.

This great cow from the Milwau- 
kee County House of Correction herd 
tried in every way to live up to her 
name of ‘“Champion.’’ She produced 
eleven calves and in ten years of 
milking made 170,183 lbs. milk and 
5,515.7 lbs. butterfat. This grand 
total of milk production made her 
the highest producer in the great 
production show at the Wisconsin 
State Fair in 1937. Her best day’s 
milking was 96 lbs. on three milk- 
ings per day and 84 lbs. on two milk-

My father, R. M. Stone, exhibited 
horses at this first Fair and I, a boy 
of 14 years, was naturally thrilled, 
to be permitted not only to go to the 


Fair but to stay down the whole 
week thru. 
And what a Fair it was——One of 


those rainy-fair weeks, and with the 
Fair but only fairly started——with 
few if any good permanent roads, 
it certainly was an awful mess— 
“the good old days.” 

I venture the statement that we 
have exhibited either horses. or 
cattle at this Fair more years than 
any other exhibitor. 

Having thus qualified myself as 
an observer, over a period of years, 
I shall proceed with some observa- 


tions, gained at New York State 
Fairs. 
My father enjoyed more or less 


success as an exhibitor of horses 
over a period of several years: first, 
with standard bred trotting stock, 
later with high acting harness 
horses. 

In 1908 we had changed our grade 
Holstein herd into pure bred Hol- 
stein and as our young bulls began 
to develop, we must naturally look 
for a place of disposal. 


Feeling that our State Fair would 
prove an excellent place at which to 
show our nice young bulls, we began 
exhibiting. 


During the early days of exhibit- 
ing at State Fair, Smith and Powell 
were the most dreaded rivals but by 
continued and consistent effort— 
showing—taking our defeats with 
good grace, we soon caught on to 
some of the essentials in successful 
showmanship. 


By 1915-17 we were getting quite 
a few of the right colored ribbons, 
even so much as winning lst, 3rd, 
and 5th in a class of 37 bulls under 
one year old and our ist prize bull 
going to the National Dairy Show at 
Springfield and selling for $350. By 
thus exhibiting these youngsters at 
State Fair, winning when we could, 
we were selling three to five bulls 
each year at from $100 to $350. 

But its a long road without a turn 
and eventually our State Fair, with 
its increasing attractive premium 
list, good building &c., grand circuit 
races &c., was bound to draw in 
competition from other states. 
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Bob Haeger, of Algonquin, II). 
was much in our State as an auc- 
tioneer and very familiar with our 
quality of cattle, and concluded to 
pay our Fair a visit. He made quite 
a scoop. And in like fashion, Billy 
Gillette, Rosendale, Wis., an old 
friend of H. A. Moyer, was seen here 
as an exhibitor—and the Maytag 
Farms, Waterloo, Iowa—and the 
Wisconsin Board of Control — 
Robertson, Troy, Pa.—Knowles of 
Auburn, Mass.—Baker of New 
Hampshire, &c., &c., &c. 

These professional show herds, 
prepared with great care and expense 
for a show circuit of several weeks, 
were of such excellence that we, 
the ordinary breeder, at Fair for only 
a week, were finding it almost im- 
possible to get any ribbons of the 





right color. 


Later on however our premier 
breeder, Harry Yates of Erie County, 
enjoyed a period of successful show- 
ing at State Fair.

dustry at Cornell University had been 
preaching for years, ‘‘Better breed- 
ing, Better feeding—Superior In- 
dividuality’’ but had only a very 
ordinary herd with which to prove 
the point of their teaching and 
eventfully regarded it imperative 
that they have a more excellent herd 
to prove the point of their teach- 
ing. The former mentors at the Col- 
lege had thought it sufficient to 
prove that by good food and care 
cows of great production could be 
produced, which was true—but what 
‘terrible individuality.—Glista Family. 


No, they must do more—so in 
1931, they set about to assemble a 
herd of excellent individuals—of 
great production plus all the breed- 
ing they could get. With this ac- 
‘complished and with these cows as 
a foundation, they determined to 
carry out an extensive experiment, 
as to the most desirable protein con- 
tent in cattle feeds for the develop- 
ment of a dairy animal, for the 
production of milk and to prove that 
production and beauty of form could 
be combined in one animal. 


They were succeeding; they were 
getting type; they were getting 
production—but its tough to be good 
with no way to prove it to the 
world. They now had no alternative 
save to go to the place where other 
breeders go, to prove to the world 
their excellence. 


Thus, Cornell herd is soon seen 
-on the tan bark at New York State 
‘Fair. 


They now not only have a 








large show herd of Holsteins but 
showings in most departments of 
livestock. 


To wit: at the 1937 New York 
State Fair, they won 
396——Dairy Cattle 


580—Horses 
197—-Sheep 
40—Swine 


516——-Beef Cattle 


Right here is where the controv- 
ersy, earlier alluded to, comes in. 
There are many, evidently, who feel 
that since New York State College 
of Agriculture at Cornell is a publicly 
supported institution, exhibiting its 
livestock which are fitted at public 
expense, it should be debarred from 
competition or, at least, from par- 
ticipation in the premium money. 

Although I’ve neither been asked to 
speak on this subject nor obtained 
permission from anyone to speak 
on the same, I understand that the 
College has no appropriation nor 
funds to fit their livestock and ex- 
hibit them at the Fairs—and were 
they not allowed to receive premium 
money when earned in the classes 
open to the rest of the world, they 
would have no way of ‘‘going to the 
Fair.’’ 

It would seem to me that our 
institutional instruction at Cornell 
would lose much of its force were 
her livestock department denied the 
opportunity of demonstrating in the 
open classes at the Fair what they 
teach in the classroom. 


Morrison, Savage and Harrison 
teach in the class-rooms, how to 
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breed, feed and fit their cattle—in 
the barn and livestock arena, how to 
perfect that technique necessary to 
success in the show-rings. 


I cannot but allude to a fact which 
gives point to my contention. As 
you know, students are taught in the 
class-room, in the barn, in the arena, 
how to fit and show their cattle. 
The thoroughness—the _ efficiency 
with which this instruction is ac- 
complished was shown this Summer, 
when one of their students went into 
a good Cayuga County herd—tfed., 
fitted and showed a herd so well 
that Cornell had in several classes 
to content itself with the red ribbon. 


Maybe second place is hard to 
take—-nevertheless, quite a compli- 
ment to the efficiency of their teach- 
ine 


I contend that when we offer prizes 
“open to the world’ in which mil- 
lionaires from New England Boards 
of Control from Wisconsin, Robert- 
son from Pennsylvania, &c. come in 
here (and properly in accordance 
with the rules of the game) and 
clean up nice chunks of our prize 
money, why should we deny our own 
State College the privilege of de- 
fending State Honors and improving 
her own status with the students 
whom she teaches? If we, the 
smaller breeders, cannot for lack of 
number or quality of our cattle—-or 
for time to fit them, meet all comers 
at our State Fair, should we not be 
willing—and glad—to have our own 
State College do it for us?

N. E. States Annual Meeting 


New England Holstein breeders to 
the number of nearly sixty assembled 
at the Hotel Worthy, Springfield, 
Mass., for the annual meeting of the 
New England States Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association Saturday afternoon, 
December 11. President T. E. Elder 
presided. The report of the officers 
showed an active year just closed and 
a number of worthwhile projects 
were carried through. On account of 
the shortness of time, the lengthy 
detailed report of Fieldman Allen 
Crissey was accepted without read- 
ing, but with much appreciation for 
the effectiveness of his service to the 
industry. Among the bigger pro- 
jects to which the attention of the 
association was directed were the 
sale sponsored by the association at 
Brattleboro in April, which accord- 
ing to report of sale committee chair- 
man Culver, made an average of 
$132.85 for 64 head and left a bal- 
ance after all expenses were paid of 
$331.81 for the association treasury. 
Mr. Crissey reported on the novel ex- 
hibit at Eastern States Exposition 
built around the Holstein Milk Fed 
Baby Picture Contest. Reference in 
detail has previously been made in 
these columns. This was a very suc- 
cessful contest, which has been very 
valuable in promoting a better un- 
derstanding in the minds of the con- 
suming public as to the value of 
Holstein milk for children. Public- 
ity resulting from this contest could 
not have been purchased for several 
thousand dollars. 

Treasurer A. P. Bigelow presented 
his financial report, showing receipts 
in the year of $9,196.68, and total 
disbursements of $8,893.80, leaving 
a balance in the treasury of about 
$300. 

Mr. Bigelow also presented the fol- 
lowing resolution on the recent death 
of E. A. Baker, which was adopted by 
a rising vote.

States Holstein-Friesian Association 
feels that it has lost its most out- 
standing and beloved member.

President Elder, who is the New 
England representative on the Board 
of Directors of the National Associa- 
tion, reported in some detail on the 
meeting of the Board held recently 
in Chicago. M. S. Prescott was call- 
ed upon to give a report from the 


-Milk Program Committee. 


Dr. E. E. Heizer, of the National 
Association, was the principal 
speaker of the day and for nearly 
two hours held tre keen interest of 
the audience on his presentation of 
a constructive breeding program. 
During the past six months, Dr. 
Heizer has addressed meetings in 39 
states with a total attendance of over 
12,000 breeders. Principal points 
discussed by Dr. Heizer were the 
necessity of setting up a sound 
health program which he took up 
from its effect on the breeding ef- 
ficiency of herds. Next came a sound 
testing program, with the keeping of 
records of production on all of our 
cows continuously. Then comes the 
using of these records after they are 
made as a guide in breeding policies, 
proving and selection of herd sires 
and discovery of brood cow families. 
Final points were the discussion of 
selection of young sires, it being rec- 
ognized that only a small proportion 
of our herds will have a desirable 
proved sire. In selecting a young 
sire for service, Dr. Heizer urged he 
importance of having one by a de- 
sirable proven sire and from a dam 
that is not only good herself but 
comes from a good cow family. He 
stated that the most useful tools of a 
breeder are selection and line-breed- 
ing, with inbreeding in some cases, 
and summarized the whole program 
by quoting the statement that there 
is no hitch-hiking on the way to suc- 
cess in breeding better cattle. 

Then followed the election of of- 
ficers, the nominating committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Joslyn, Bolton and 
Bigelow, were appointed by the chair, 
and their report after some discus- 
sion was unanimously approved and 
the following elected: president 
Thomas E. Elder, Alton, N. H.; secre- 
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tary, Hugh Morrill, Whately, Mass.; 
treasurer, A. P. Bigelow, Middlesex, 
Vt.; W. C. Joslyn, Waitsfield, Vt., 
automatically takes the place of 
R. E. Eddy, Poultney, on the Board 
of Officers by virtue of his election 
as president of the Vermont associa- 
tion. C. Leland Slayton, Warner, 
New Hampshire, was elected a di- 
rector for New Hampshire in place 
of E. A. Baker, deceased. Other vice 
presidents are D. C. Chandler, New 
Gloucester, Maine; Mrs. W. S. Kel- 
logg, Derby, Conn.; V. S. Culver, 
Exeter, N. H.; John J. Bridgeman, 
Auburn, Mass.; William I. Fletcher, 
Lakewood, R. J., and other directors 
are Harold J. Shaw, Sanford, Me.; 
A. P. Bigelow, Middlesex, Vt.; Har- 
old Kelsey, Middletown, Conn.; 
George Smith, Barre, Mass.; E. J. 
Hornell, Oaklawn, R. I.; E. P. West, 
Hadley, Mass., was aprointed on the 
legislative committee.

downward is permitted, natural 5% milk standardized 
down to 3.5 by removal of fat or addition of skimmilk 
would be higher in total solids than natural 3.5 milk. 

(8) That Holstein milk in its proportions of fat and 
other solids most closely approaches Mother’s milk in 
its composition. 

Suggested Remedies 

Production under very strict sanitary and health 

regulations, 

As milk heads the list of human food products, it 
must necessarily be produced under the strictest possible 
sanitary conditions to insure at all times a clean, safe, 
healthy product of the highest quality. The best means 
of increasing the use of milk is to improve its general 
quality and this can be done by proper ordinances strictly 
enforced. The U. S. Public Health Service has promul- 
gated a Milk Ordinance and Code which might be con- 
sidered as a basis. 

Uniform Legal Standards 

There is a great variation in legal standards for milk 
in the different states. Much milk moves interstate and 
uniform standards would be most desirable. Present 
standards in some instances do not show proper rela- 
tion between fat and solids-not-fat and these should be 
properly adjusted on the basis of actual figures from re- 
cognized authorities. Thirteen states have a minimum 
fat standard of 3.0%; four have 3.2%; twenty-three 
states set it at 3.25; one at 3.30; two have 
3.35% and three have 3.5% fat as the minimum. 
Two states, Arkansas and Texas, have no minimum 
fat standards. Solids-not-fat as follows: Two states 
8%; one state 8.3 and thirty states 8.5%. Fifteen 
states do not specify solids-not-fat but nine of these 
have standards for fat and total solids and figuring the 
difference as solids-not-fat, we find three of these would 
be 8.5%; one 8.65; two 8.75, and three 9% solids-not- 
fat. The Federal Standards for Milk and Dairy Prod- 
ucts do not cover fat, solids-not-fat nor total solids in 
milk. The U. S. Public Health Service Milk Ordinance 
and Code of 1935 sets 3.25% fat and 8.0% solids-not- 
fat as the minimum requirements. This is in agreement 
with twenty-six of the present state laws requiring 3.25% 
fat but lower than any for solids-not-fat with the excep- 

tion of Idaho and Kentucky. State standards follow:

The prime object of setting minimum standards, when 
these were adopted many years ago, was to stop the 
practice of skimming off fat or adding water. This was 
long before the day of the Babcock test and now that 
milk is practically always sold on the basis of the but- 
terfat content, these practices are quite unusual. Pro- 
fessor H. H. Wing of Cornell has this to say in regard 
to legal standards in his book, ‘Milk and its Products”, 
pp. 145-146: 


“These standards, while efficient in securing honest 
dealing when they are rigidly enforced, neverthless may 
work injustice, so far as the honesty of the dealer is con- 
cerned, under various circumstances, and may prevent 
the production and sale of a comparatively low quality 
product at a reasonable price. It would seem, therefore, 
that the best means of regulating the traffic in milk 
would be, not to set up an artificial standard to which 
all must come, but to require each individual dealer to 
guarantee his own standard, and hold him responsible 
if his milk is found below. In this way it would be 
possible to sell milk of various qualities, from strictly 
skimmed to heavy cream, upon a graduated scale of 
price, with exact justice to everyone.’’ 

It is reasonable to contend that natural milk as 
drawn from a healthy cow should be salable if produced 
and handled in a sanitary manner and as there is a wide 
range of variation in fat as well as solids-not-fat content 
within the breed, we should secure the adoption of as low 
minimum requirements as possible, as it is very doubtful 
if minimum standards could be eliminated. The following 
figures for average composition of Holstein milk are 
auoted from various authorities:

These figures are averages and minimums would be 
much lower. According to White and Judkins, milk 
from Holstein cows average 3.41% fat (with extremes 
from 3.02 to 3.86) and 8.53 solids-not-fat with a range 
from 8.09 to 8.83. Analyses reported by the U. of Illinois 
in Bulletin No. 325 shows maximum and minimum per- 
centages for solids-not-fat of 7.82 minimum and 11.90 
maximum for their own pure bred Holstein herd. 


Any extended period of drought or hot weather re- 
sults in lowering the solids-not-fat in milk below the 
normal for the herd or breed and the summer is the pe- 
riod of lowest percentage of fat as well as solids-not-fat. 
Since these conditions are entirely beyond control of the 
dairymen, it is only fair and reasonable that minimum 
standards should be such as to save him from legal dif- 
ficulties during such periods of extreme weather condi- 
tions. It is somewhat absurd that normal milk as pro- 
duced by healthy cows properly fed and cared for must 
meet certain standards as to chemical composition before 
it can be sold for city consumption. What other natural 
‘food product has such restrictions? There are many laws 
preventing sale of meat, fruit, and vegetables because of 
poor quality or insanitary condition, but this applies also 
to milk, and quite properly, but milk seems to be unique 
in this respect of requirements as to chemical composi- 
tion. If such standards are to be continued they should 
be lowered, particularly this minimum for solids-not-fat 
to avoid discrimination against the natural whole prod- 
uct of any of our dairy breeds. 

The most extensive investigation of the 
tween fat and solids-not-fat was made bf the Whiting 
Milk Company of Boston. They report that the analyses 
of more than 100,000 samples of milk obtained from 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island farms showed that for each 
increase of 0.1% in butterfat content there is a uniform 
increase of 0.04% in solids-not-fat. They presented the 
following table as showing the relative values in milk 
solids-not-fat for milk of varying percentages of fat:

According to these figures a minimum fat standard 
of 3.0% should be accompanied by a standard of 8.27% 
solids-not-fat and hence 11.27 for total solids; similarly, 
a minimum fat standard of 3.25 should call for 8.37% 
solids-not-fat and 11.62% total solids, and a fat standard 
of 3.5 should call for 8.47% solids-not-fat and a total of 
11.97% total solids. 


Standardization 

Most states have laws barring standardization but 
these laws, like those setting minimum standards for fat 
and solids-not-fat, were enacted long ago for the purpose 
of preventing adulteration by adding water or prohibit- 
ing the practice of skimming off cream. It is however 
very widely practiced, in some cases illicitly; on others 
by almost tacit consent. If done in a sanitary manner, 
there can be no logical objection to standardization either 
to increase or decrease the fat content providing the 
bottle cap is properly labeled to show the approximate 
per cent fat contained in the milk. Practically all milk 
purchased for the city milk supply is bought from the 
producer on the basis of butterfat content and since this 
has come to be the universally accepted method of valu- 
ing milk, why not sell it to the consumer on the same 
basis? It would not be practical, of course, to quote an 
exact per cent figure, but a narrow range of per cents 
would be feasible. At the same time it would be im- 
practical to allow each distributor to adopt his own 
standard but preferably at least three standards for fat 
content should be recognized—a low fat milk, a medium 
and a high fat milk. 


We would suggest a general set-up about as follows, 
subject to modification to best meet local market can- 
ditions— 


Family or standard milk—testing not over 
3.6% fat 

Medium fat milk—testing above 3.6% and not 
over 4.2% fat 


High fat milk—testing over 4.2% fat. 


The price spread between these classes should be 
not less than one cent per quart each in fairness to pro- 
ducers of the higher testing milk, with their accom- 
panying higher costs of production. Such a system is 
also in the interests of the consumer who could thus 
suit his taste and pocketbook as he preferred. Many 
consumers prefer the lower testing milk for family use 
at a minimum price, without being required to pay the 
cost of extra calories found in the higher testing product. 
This is particularly true in cases of special diets designed 
to keep calory intake within slenderizing limits. No 
other food product is given preference because of excess 
fat in its composition. 


Many of our leading authorities favor legalization of 
standardization of milk. Professor F. B. Morrison of 
Cornell University in discussing this subject says, 


“Some may argue that normal Holstein milk con- 
tains plenty of fat to serve as an ideal human food and 
there is no need of increasing the fat content by stand- 
ardization. From the nutritive standpoint this point of 
view is entirely sound. However, there is no use of 
arguing with consumers and not much use in endeavor- 
ing to get them to change any preference they may have. 
If a consumer really wants milk containing 3.8 per cent 
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fat instead of 3.5 or 3.6 per cent fat, I believe it is the 
better plan for the dairy industry to furnish him willing- 
ly just what he wants, but to charge him a fair price, 
dependent on the actual value of the milk.” 

He goes on to discuss the effect of standardization 
upon the various component parts of the milk and sum- 
marizes as follows: 


“After considering all the factors which have been 
discussed, what should we conclude with reference to the 
nutritive value of standardized milk in comparison with 
that which normally has the same fat content as the 
standardized milk? For example what is the relative 
nutritive value of standardized 4.0 per cent milk, made 
from Holstein milk testing 3.5 per cent fat, in compari- 
son with normal 4.0 per cent milk produced by a mixed 
herd consisting of Holsteins with some Guernseys or Jer- 
seys, fed the same ration? 

“From the preceding summary of experimental data 
it is evident that the norma] 4.0 per cent milk will con- 
tain, on the average, about 0.2 per cent more protein 
than the standardized milk, and that it will also contain 
a trifle more mineral matter. 

“On the other hand, the standardized milk will, on 
the average, have somewhat softer curd. Also, the fat 
globules will be slightly smaller, on the average. Fin- 
ally, the Vitamin A value (actual Vitamin A content plus 
carotene content) will be somewhat higher in the stand- 
ardized milk. The milk sugar will tend to be a trifle 
higher in the standardized milk, but this difference will 
be insignificant. 


“Tt is thus apparent that some of the advtantages are 
on the side of the normal 4.0 per cent milk and some on 
the side of the 4.0 per cent standardized milk. None 
of the differences are large or very important. After 
considering all aspects of the matter, I would conclude 
that the two kinds of 4.0 per cent milk would have just 
about the same general nutritive value, neither possess- 
ing any appreciable final advantage over the other. 

‘Tf standardization is carried to a greater degree 
than this and milk containing 3.5 per cent fat is con- 
verted into standardized milk containing, let us say, 5.0 
per cent fat, I would conclude that such standardized 
milk might be enough lower in protein and mineral mat- 
ter to make it somewhat inferior in nutritive value to 
normal milk containing 5.0 per cent fat.’’ 

Recommendations 

The Milk Marketing work should fit into the Gen- 
eral Extension program of the Association as a major 
but not exclusive activity. 

We recommend that the programs of the various 
state associations should be coordinated under the Na- 
tional Extension Service and that in the allocation of 
funds to the State Association this matter should be 
clearly understood. 

The Director of Extension Service to be employed 
should be chosen with his qualifications strictly in mind 
in connection with the special problems of the Milk Mar- 
keting project. 

Effort should be made for uniform state milk stand- 
ards that will fit all natural milk from all dairy breeds. 

Permissive standardization of milk under proper 
limitations and regulations in milk plants and on farms 
to meet market requirements, should be made legal in 
all states, and effort should be put forth by our Associa- 
tion to secure appropriate legislation. 


Milk work by our Association should include an at- 
tempt to see that producers are properly protected in 
the matter of accuracy of their butterfat tests in the sale 
of their product. 


In fairness to both consumer and producer, milk sold 
at retail should be labeled as to fat content in three 
classifications, with at least a cent per quart spread be- 
tween each classification. Effort should be made to 
secure definite price orders in markets where Control 
Boards are in existence and to secure trade agreements 
along this line in other markets. Definite effort should 
be made to impress upon responsible milk distributors 
the importance of our established dairy breeds in the 
economical production of milk, and to enlist their co- 
operation in securing trade practices which will avoid 
current tendency toward mixed herds and succeeding 
generations of cows of lowered efficiency of production. 

A Trade-Mark for Holstein Milk 

We recognize that the great bulk of Holstein milk 
sold in city trade, particularly in our larger markets, 
will continue to go on the market unidentified. The 
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recommendations previously made are aimed to bring 
this about in an orderly way in full fairness to pro- 
ducers of all breeds, and to the consumer. In many 
of our smaller markets throughout the country where 
Holstein breeders formerly distributed Holstein milk as 
such from their own herds, they have been run out of 
business or seriously handicapped by competition from 
other breed milks sold under a registered trade-mark 
promoted and administered by the breed association 
We should offer our breeders the same sort of support 
and cooperation. Action along this line should not be 
longer delayed. 


We recommend that definite assistance should be 
provided by the Association for all breeders who desire 
to establish or maintain special markets for their prod- 
uct under the Holstein breed label. To this end, we 
recommend that a suitable trade-mark brand be adopted 
and copyrighted and separate, subsidiary organization 
set up to administer its licensing and use, under super- 
vision of the Extension service. Requirements for a li- 
cense to use the Holstein Milk trade-mark should be very 
exacting to insure a product of superior quality stand- 
ards as the basis of successful merchandising. Health 
and sanitary standards should be of the highest order 
and rigidly enforced. Financial support for this project 
should come largely from the breeders directly parti- 
cipating in its benefits. At the outset, advertising should 
be confined principally to the local markets where the 
trade-mark product is available to consumers. The As- 
sociation should give all possible assistance in preparing 
suitable advertising material for use in folders, etc., for 
direct distribution and in newspapers and periodicals. 
National advertising of Holstein milk on any extensive 
scale should be deferred until such time as the licensed 
trade-mark product is quite generally available to con- 
sumers. 

All possible methods within our means should be 
employed to promote recognition of the merits of Hol- 
stein milk and its characteristics as an easily digested 
milk properly proportioned in food value, definitely su- 
perior for children and invalids, and giving the con- 
sumer the benefits of economical quantity production 
Every effort should be forth, similar to the very success- 
ful baby picture contest staged by the New England 
States Holstein-Friesian Association at the recent Eastern 
States Exposition which resulted in much highly favor- 
able publicity for Holstein Milk at a very modest cost of 
promotion. 


We recommend that if possible some arrangement be 
made for suitable display at New York City’s forthcom- 
ing World’s Fair in 1939. 


The whole project of milk marketing work must be 
regarded as a long-time program and would be largely 
wasted effort if taken up on any other basis. 

In submitting this report, your Committee has en- 
deavored to present only the salient points of the prob- 


lem as a general guide for further development by the 
Extension Director.

hurst Korndyke Joh, made 742.2 lbs. fat as a junior two- 
year-old in B and came back to break the senior three- 
year-old 305-day record with 694 lbs. fat, displacing as 
state champion another sister that had 616.8 lbs. fat. 


His 12 A. R. daughters officially reported to date 
average 642.5 lbs. fat, all in B, ten as two-year-olds and 
the other two as three-year-olds, and mostly qualifying 
or nearly qualifying for the 305-day division, the Crown- 
hurst system calling for a calf every year and no excess 
forcing for high production. They now have 16 of his 
daughters in the herd, including several now on test. 

A few years ago at a sale, a nice dairylike little heifer 
was going begging, as they sometimes do at sales. Per- 
haps because he did not want to send his truck home 
empty, Howard Blount bought her for $60. She was 
bred to the Crownhurst herd sire, freshened as a senior 
two-year-old and in accordance with the regular practice, 
was put on A. R. test in Class B and bred again as soon 
as was practical. This little $60 heifer was Seneca De 
Kol Jacob, who was just announced as breaking the 
National Record for her age in Class B of the 305-day 
division with 685.5 lbs. fat, a good 15 lbs. ahead of any 
other heifer in this division, age class and classification 
in the entire United States. As she is due again in early 
February, she is not being pushed for the balance of her 
year, but running easily, is well past the 700-lb. mark, 
to make the sixth 700-lb. Class B two-year-old in the 
Crownhurst herd. On the official day of her eleventh 
month she milked 48 lbs. and tested 4%. 

Present herd sire at Crownhurst is Man-O-War Pre- 
mier, whose dam and both granddams are all Man-O-War 
daughters, all three with records from 902 to 1,093 Ibs. 
fat. His oldest calves at Crownhurst showed as junior 
yearlings this fall and judging from their promise, this 
bull will be an ideal successor to Prilly Adirondac Vee- 
man. Incidentally, before leaving the Schmidt herd in 
Minnesota, Man-O-War Premier was mated with their 
famous Mabel cow, dam of Man-O-War Return, and 
produced Man-O-War Concentrate, the Maytag junior 
herd sire and All-American bull calf in 1936. There are 
now 11 Premier daughters in the herd, the oldest due 
to freshen this spring. 

A former herd sire is Kingsford Ormsby Ideal Pa- 
poose, son of King Ormsby Ideal from Miss Papoose 
Piebe, All-American two-year-old in 1926. This bull 
left a number of splendid daughters in the herd, includ- 
ing Crownhurst Veeman Papoose with 654.4 lbs. fat in 
305 days as a junior two-year-old in Class B, standing 
third on the national list for this age, division and classi- 
fication. Another, Crownhurst Korndyke Joh 2d, daugh- 
ter of one of the state champion Veeman daughters, now 
on test as a junior two-year-old in B, has over 500 Ibs. 
fat in her first eight months, with 3.9% test and is 
expected to be the next one to go over the 700-lb. mark 
if nothing happens to her. 

As already mentioned, they have been making A. R. 
records in Class B for about ten years. Last year they 
took a little shot at the Herd Test and finished with an 
average on 16 head in B and C with 15,293 lbs. milk, 
3.5%, 530.2 lbs. fat, one of the finest averages ever 
reported on a herd of this size. Today they have a string 
of 16 head on A. R. test, eleven in Class B and five in 
Class C, with some excellent records in progress. 

Crownhurst is a business, not a rich man’s plaything. 
The cattle are housed in a modern barn, built for comfort 
and convenience rather than for luxurious pampering 
and the cows are fed for health rather than for forced 
production. No high pressure herdsman has ever been 
employed, but a good deal of credit should go to Floyd 
Robbins, who grew up on a neighboring farm and who 
seems to have the knack of growing calves and feeding 
cows in a way that enables them to do their best 
without injury to themselves. 


Howard Blount, who spends as much of his time at 
the farm as his business will permit, is a strong booster 
for Holstein organization. He served a term ar director 
of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association, is a past- 
president of the Oswego County Holstein Club and in 
fact has been an officer or director of his county club 
ever since he has been in the Holstein business; is a 
director of the local fair and a leader in the affairs of 
his community. 


Crownhurst milk is retailed in the nearby villages, 


where it is in great demand due to its quality and the 
sanitary conditions under which it is produced.

ANOTHER FOR “MASTERPIECE” 


Word comes from Carnation that 
the oldest daughter of the All-Amer- 
ican bull, Carnation Matador Master- 
piece, has finished her first year in 
the 4-time test string her figures being 
given as 989.6 lbs. fat from 27,688 
lbs. milk. They had hoped to have 
her over 1000 lbs. fat and missed the 
boat by only a bit over 10 lbs. She 
is Carnation Bracelet Bessie Walker, 
who had twice won the blue at Port- 
land, and comes of probably the 
greatest female family at Carnation. 
Her dam is none other than Heilo 
Bracelet Ormsby Matador (810 Ibs. 
fat at 3 yrs.) who was pronounced by 
a leading Holland expert as the most 
beautiful cow he saw in America. Her 
2nd dam is Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby 
Mercedes (967 lbs. fat), dam of 
Matador Segis Ormsby and of a long 
list of great record daughters; and 
her third dam is Hazelwood Bracelet 
Mercedes (993 lbs. fat) so the Mas- 
terpiece daughter completes a four- 
generation group all above 800 lbs. 
fat and averaging over 940 lbs. fat. 
It is an open secret that the Carna- 
tion people have for years been trying 
to breed a full brother to this cow for 
their own use. 

This record is of particular inter- 
est to Julius Schmid, whose Beaver 
Dam Stock Farm at Montgomery, 
N. Y. was for years known as one of 
New York’s leading breeding estab- 
lishments. About a year ago, Me.

The daughters of King 
Sunny Lady, mated with the Carna- 
tion bull, are reported as dropping a 
splendid lot of calves that should 
mean much to the future of Beaver 
Dam. 





EARLVILLE NO. 88 

While not closely approaching the 
average of the November Earlville 
Sale, which was the highest in re- 
cent years, No. &8 in the series held 
on December 17 proved to be a very 
satisfactory event. A total of 88 head 
went through the ring for an aver- 
age of $148.99 ($138,111.50) with a 
top of $300 as at last month’s sale. 
The general quality throughout was 
not quite on the same level as the 
November sale, but there were a 
number of very nice things offered 
and the results were generally pleas- 
ing. Buyers were present from Mas- 
sachusetts and Pennsylvania who se- 
lected a total of 18, with 44 New 
York buyers absorbing the remaining 
70 head. 

The offering included 61 females 
in milk, which sold for an average 
of $164.08. Of these, nine with

from untested dams made the fine av- 
erage of $160.73, and included the 
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top price of the sale, $300. This fig- 
ure was paid for Ormsby Champion 
Dell Pietertje 2d, five years of age 
and just fresh, a daughter of Admira] 
Beauty Ormsby Fobes, well known 
son of Admiral Ormsby Segis and 
Vickery Beauty Beechwood 57th, and 
thus a double grandson of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes. She went to Mabel 
A. Clewell of Berwick, Pa., who also 
took her baby heifer calf at $57.50. 
The Clewell purchases in all num- 
bered six head at $1,185. 

W. C. Viall, Rehoboth, Mass., often 
a good buyer at Earlville, made 
twelve selections in this sale for a 
total of $2,165, including $225 for 
Ormsby Tidy Burke, just fresh and 
making a start in C. T. A. work. She 
was consigned by W. C. Loomis, 
Bainbridge, N. Y. Another of Mr. 
Viall’s purchases was Fobes Mara- 
thon Topsy, a five-year-old fresh in 
October from the herd of J. J. Panga- 
mon, Whitehall, N. Y. at $220. As 
her name suggests, her pedigree is 
rich in Governor Fobes and Mara- 
thon Bess Burke breeding. Her baby 
calf went at $35 to Richard M. An- 
derson, Little Rock, N. Y., who pur- 
chased in all eight head of baby 
calves offered with their dam. 

Onondaga County Home, Syracuse, 
N. Y., represented by L. C. Bradford, 
made several additions to their good 
herd. A total of five head at $1,025 
included Carolyn Van Beers Piebe 
2d, just past three years of age and 
fresh early in the month. She went 
to the Onondaga people at $260. 
F. C. Whitney, Ilion, N. Y., paid $220 
for Winnebago Ida Queen Piebe 24, 
a junior two-year-old soon due. She 
is a daughter ot Empire Man-O-War 
Ormsby Rugy and was bred by Win- 
nebago State Hospital, Winnebago, 
Wis. 

From the Owen D. Young herd, 
Van Hornesville, N. Y., came the top 
bull of the sale, a year-old son of 
Dutchland Denver the Great and out 
of the ‘Excellent’? Ormsby Poney 
Pontiac, daughter of Marathon Orms- 
by Piebe Burke and with 734.4 Ibs. 
fat in 326 days in Class B. This fine 
individual went to Clarence J. Coye, 
Earlville on his bid of $250. Van 
Horne Farms also consigned another 
year-old son of Dutchland Denver 
the Great, from a ‘‘Very Good”’’ dam 
of McLaury Brothers’ River Meadow 
Farm breeding. He went to W. C. 
Knapp, Fabius, N. Y., on his bid of 
$215. Murphy Bros., Rome, N. Y. 
selected a grandson of King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje from the consign- 
ment of C. J. Knoell, Tonawanda, 
N. Y., at $225. <A year old in No- 
vember, he is a son of King Bessie 
Ormsby Fayne, whose dam is Max 
View Model Fayne 4th with 879.8 
lbs. fat in B, while the dam, F lossy 
Nudine Posch, is a daughter of 
Prince Echo Netherland Posch.

WORLD 
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Missouri’s Annual Meeting 


E. M. CLARK, Fieldman. 


Saturday, November 20, 1937, 
go down in history as one of the 
highlights in Missouri Holstein an- 
nals. This date marks the first an- 
ual meeting of the State Holstein As- 
sociation held apart from any other 
actively and the whole day devoted 
to the Holstein Cow ending up with 
a banquet and dance. Fredmar Farms, 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., were the 
hosts to the convention of approxi- 
mately 100 breeders assembled from 
every section of the State. 

Festivities began in the morning 
with an inspection of the select herd 
of Holsteins at Fredmar Farms. 
Glenn Davis, manager of the farm 
and president of the State Associa- 
tion, explained the breeding of the 
individuals in the herd. This was 
followed by a type demonstration 
put on by Fieldman Clark and a 
judging contest conducted by Exten- 
sion Dairyman Warren Gifford. Three 
classes of cows were judged. Mrs.

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Michigan’s Upper Peninsula Fair 
RUSSELL E. HORWOOD, Extension Dairyman Michigan State College 


The management of the Upper 
Peninsula State Fair of Michigan rea- 
lizes that the primary purpose of a 
dairy show is to develop and promote 
the dairy enterprise which is the larg- 
est and most important of the agri- 
cultural projects in the territory. In 
their educational work they have co- 
ordinated their program with the 
dairy extension department of Mich- 
igan State College. A total of 97 
herds exhibited cattle from seven 
counties of which 42 were Holstein 
Breeders, which indicates the in- 
fluence of this fair in many herds 
over a wide area. The 42 Holstein 
breeders exhibited a total of 106 
head of which 23 were bulls, 55 pure 
bred females and 28 grade females. 
Of this number 36 animals were ex- 
hibited by 32 individual 4-H club 
members. 

The Fair’s interest in the recogni- 
tion of testing cows for production 
has been approved by the dairymen. 
Extra premiums were awarded cows 
that were on test at the time of the 
show. Five dollar premium was of- 
fered for each cow with a record of 
500 pounds of butterfat, four dollars 
for each cow with a record between 
400 and 500 pounds of butterfat, 
three dollars for each cow with a rec- 
ord between 300 and 400 pounds of 
butterfat and two dollars for each 
cow on test at the time of the show 
for the first time with an incomplete 
record. A total of 47 cows qualified 
for this extra premium of which 12 
were Holsteins. 

The Fair also sponsored the ninth 
annual Dairymen’s Banquet at which 
74 Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion members and exhibitors partic- 
ipated. The banquet was given com- 
plimentary to 58 herd owners whose 
herds averaged over 300 pounds of 
butterfat during the past year in 
either Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation work or the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry system of testing. A 
set of milk scales was presented to 
each of the highest herds in the 
small, medium and large groups in 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
work. Christ Reichardt’s herd of 
Wallace won the medium sized class. 
His herd of 13 Holsteins averaged 
12,297 pounds of milk and 431.2 
pounds fat. George Rasner’s herd of 
14 Holsteins produced 17,752 pounds 
of milk and 449.9 pounds of fat, how- 
ever, he had won this recognition on 
a previous occasion thus was not eli- 
gible for it this year. In addition 
special awards won at the Fair were 
announced. A very interesting fea- 
ture of the program was a discussion 

meeting led by J. G. Wells, Jr., as- 
sistant state county agent leader, on 
the subject “How to Increase the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
Testing in this Area’. This proved to 
be a very lively discussion with many 
taking part. Many valuable reasons 
for testing and suggestions for in- 
creasing the work were presented. 

Professor George E. Taylor, as- 
sistant professor in dairy husbandry, 
Michigan State College judged the 
Holstein classes. He did a most ex- 
cellent job of placing the animals 


and giving his reasons to the ringside 
exhibitors. 
Bull Classes 

The aged bull class, three years 
and over, of six entries contained 
some very excellent animals which 
were rather difficult to judge due to 
the extreme difference in age and 
size. Piebe Ollie Imgene Bessie, a 
double grandson of King Bessie, not 
only won this class but was made 
grand champion. He was exhibited 
by Alphonse Wender and Sons of 
Iron Mountain. Wisconsin Burke Tri- 
tomia Lad ranked second, the same 
position he held in 1936 for Angela 





Guiliani of Vulcan. Third place went 
to Fisher Mack Midwar Crusader 
bred by Walter Fisher of Crystal 
Falls and exhibited by Isaac Hulko 
of Crystal Falls. 

The two-year-old class with four 
entries resulted in an-O-War Boy 
Lad, exhibited by G. A. Casagranda 
of Iron River winning first. Second 
placewent to Chatham Neb Ormsby 
Fobes Ormsby, a bull bred by Mich- 
igan State College’s Upper Peninsula 
Experiment Station and exhibited by 
John Anders of Carney, Michigan.

The second bull and a very 
close contender was Snowdrop Rag- 
apple Lad, exhibited by Johnson 
Brothers of Hermanville and Gover- 
nor Segis Ormsby Fobes exhibited by 
John Soderman and Sons of Crystal 
Falls ranked third. 

Six excellent young bulls were 
brought before the judge in the calf 
class. C. E. Johnson of Ironwood 
topped this class with Ormsby Fobes 
Nig, an exceptionally well grown ani- 
mal which he had bred and de- 
veloped. This bull was also made 
junior champion. Sir Ollie Ormsby 
Petie exhibited by Johnson Brothers 
of Hermanville, was a very close sec- 
ond. Third ribbon went to Fisher 
LaVesto Creater, bred and exhibited 
by Walter Fisher. He was sired by 
U Neb Judge LaVesto, a bull bred by 
the University of Nebraska and de- 
veloped by Michigan State College’s 
Upper Peninsula Experiment Station. 

Females 

Twelve outstanding cows in the 
four-year-old and Over class war- 
ranted a great deal of consideration 
by the judge.

The 
ambition of the other counties is to 
develop a herd that is equally as good 
or better than that of Dickinson. Sec- 
ond plant went to Gogebie County, a 
herd which was not exhibited in 1936 
but came back strong for the 1937 
show. Third ribbon went to Iron 
County, fourth to Menominee and 
fifth to Delta. The get-of-sire class 
was won by the offspring of Piebe 
Ollie Imgene Bessie, the grand cham-

4-H Club Groups 

The judges in placing the 4-H club 
exhibits had a most excellent oppor- 
tunity to make the work educational. 
In placing the animals, not only the 
type of the animal was considered but 
the evidence which the animal show- 
ed of having been properly fitted and 
trained according to the requirements 
in the 4-H club project. This system 
of judging has strengthened the 4-H 
dairy club program in this area. It 
has also encouraged the club mem- 
bers to continue the same animal 
from year to year in spite of the fact 
he may not have the most desirable 
typed individual animal.

A combined showmanship contest 
of three breeds is carried on with 
each of the breed judges assisting in 
the placings. This has proved very 
valuable in instructing 4-H club 
members and also adults in the art of 
showmanship. 


A dairy achievement contest was 
sponsored to give recognition to older 
4-H calf club members. Each coun- 
ty was allowed to enter two contest- 
ants who were judged on the exhibits 
they made, their record as calf club 
members and their knowledge of 
dairy work. Clarence Skog, of Dick- 
inson County, William Hansen and 
Elmer Johnson of Menominee Coun- 
ty and Malcolm Stonclift of Delta 
County were the winners in this con- 
test and were awarded an educational 
trip to the National Dairy Show. 

The Fair management assisted also 
in sponsoring the first 4-H judging 
contest held at the Fair. Each coun- 
ty was allowed to enter three con- 
testants who had been previously se- 
lected at the Upper Peninsula 4-H 
encampment at ‘Chatham. A _ class 
each of Holstein, Guernsey and Jer- 
sey cows were placed and written 
and oral reasons given for the plac- 
ings. Vernon Osborne and William 
Knox of Chippewa County and 
Arnold Brenstrom of Delta County, 
won this contest and made up the 
Upper Peninsula team to enter the 
state contest at the Michigan State 
Fair at Detroit. They were also pre- 
sented with a show halter and blan- 
ket.
